Oar H nilroiids and T elegraphs and tbe U ov- 
crnnieut—Tbe N ext tirca t Q uestion. 
General Butler, we think, has made a safe 
prediction in reference to the railroads and 
telegraphs of the United States. Wo refer to 
h’s remarks on the subject in the debate in the 
House of Representatives the other day on the 
Census bill—to wit, that “he wanted to know 
the statistics of railroad transportation, of the 
express business and of the telegraph business, 
because he looked forward to the time within 
the next ten years when the country would 
have to grapple with those great interests and 
take control of them.” 
Upon this point we have not the shadow of 
a doubt. The country will “have to grapple 
with those great interests and take control of 
them." Southern recouslruction and the negro 
(piesliou in all its phases are substantially set­ 
tled. The woman’s rights agitation, from 
present appearances, will be limited to our 
fanatical moral and social reformers of the 
New England school for many years to come. 
The great money question, in all its divisions 
of debt, bonds, banks, ta.xation, currency, 
&c., is the great question of the day, upon 
which, however, wo apprehend the line of 
discussion und Congressional action till next 
winter has boon marked out in the Propident’s 
.Message. Wo are also of tho opinion that 
under tho practical policy laid down by the 
President there will be no violent perturba­ 
tions in our financial system or business affairs 
under Grant’s administration; but that, with 
his careful and judicious guidance, tho govern­ 
ment and the country will work thoir way 
steadily and without any serious disturbance 
through the wilderness of Arabia and around 
the southern end of tho Dead tíea to tho Pro­ 
mised Land of a restoration of specie paymonla 
and tho removal of ouy heavy burden of taxes 
and debt." The Israelites bad all thoir fighting 
to do after their escape from the slavery of 
Egypt; we had to do our fighting in making 
our escape, and in the passage of tho Red Sea 
of our great rebellion; and even now the ad­ 
vanced guard of tho congregation have entered 
the new inheritance of “equal rights," rich in 
cotton, corn, petroleum, coal, iron, gold and 
silver, and “flowing with milk and honey.” 
TVith this inspiring and glorious prospect on 
tho money question, and having substantially 
settled tho reconstruction question and tho 
negro question, and regarding tho woman’s 
rights question as only a convenient tub to 
tho whale of New England fanaticism for tho 
present, what will bo the next great question 
awakening a general political agitation ? Some 
say it will be tha “ irrepressible conflict" which 
is looming up between capital and labor—that 
the trades unions of the country are drifting to 
a general alliance as a political party, and that, 
having tho votes, they have only to combine in 
order to achieve a greater political revolution 
in behalf of the rights of labor than was ever 
dreamed of by the most radical of modern re­ 
formers. But as tho formation of such a party 
is necessarily a work of time, its consideration 
may be dismissed for the present, in view of 
tho more rajiidly approaching and nearer 
issues before us. Conspicuous among tliesc is 
the issue at hand between the railway uiiJ 
and 
telegraiih corporations o.a the one side 
the people on tho other side. 
The Camden and Amboy Railroad monopoly 
tolls an in-,truclivo story for New Jersey; tho 
Baliiraorc and Ohio monojioly tells a similar 
story for Maryland and tho national capital, 
und. r which even the Congr ’ss of tho United 
States for a generation or two has been pay­ 
ing a provincial tribute to tho Cmsar of a 
railwey corporation. The SUto of Illinois, 
under a special railway grant of the public 
lands from Congress, has been juit under the 
government of the ^‘Illinois Central,” which 
can say to tho Legislature, “Thus far slialt 
thou go and no farther,” and be obeyed. ID re 
in New York a patient though sorely per­ 
plexed people are anxiou.sly awaiting the 
ujKhot of the “Erlo war,” but with some 
expectations that it will end in the complete 
occupatiorf of the State by CorneKm Vander­ 
bilt or his Biiccosaor in ofllce. 
And so wo 
have, or aro promised, in every State a rail­ 
way monopoly which may ostablisli its own 
rules and regulations by buying up or lying 
up courts. Legislatures and political parties. 
So in tlio Western Union Telegraph Com 
pany we have Iho nucleus upon which may bo 
o.stablisIiod, and which will be unless arrested 
by Congress, a monopoly which over the news­ 
paper press of both parlies may wield the 
balance of power in oui ¡tolitieal olections, 
and over the money market, while enriching 
itself and extending its powi r in extortionate 
tribute from tho press, tho government and 
tho people. 
We have rep.^t-.ie.lly sliowri the 
admirable workings of the telegraph in Europe 
under government cotilrol, in the responsible 
and reliable system, and in the cheap rates for 
tho transmission of despatcli.>s tlms ostab- 
lisbcd. 
Wo have shown that the tologrnpli 
properly belongs to the sphere of the I’ost 
Offlca Department, and that as an Itidependent 
coQoero, while it results In offensive exactions 


upon tbe press and the general business intcN 
o.sts of tho country, it is, in reducing tho 
revenuos of tho General Post Oflloe, steadily 
contributing to swell the expenses of the 
Treasury and the taxes upon tho people. 
Uudcr the oonstitution Congress has “tho 
power to ostablish post ofllcos and post roads,” 
the power to regulate commerce among tho 
States, to lay and ooUeot taxes, and to make 
all laws necessary to carry these powers Into 
execution, which amply embrace tho power to 
take possession of the whole telegraph system 
of tlio United States as properly belonging to 
the Post Oflloe Department, and the power to 
regulate all the railroad linos of the country. 
Tho necessity for tho exercise of those powers 
is already sufficiently apparent for action. Wo 
see that under an over.’^hadowing telegraph 
corporation there can bo no such thing In this 
country as freedom of the press. In tho matter 
of news it can only be free to tho extent to 
wliich it may bo able here and there to act in 
defiance of such telegraph corporation. We 
have seen that a control of the telegraph is 
necessary to the government not only in war, 
but, touching tho operations of Wall street, 
necessary in times of peace. Give a telegraph 
monopoly tho chance, and upon the symptoms 
of a financial panic it may swamp the Treasury. 
Wo see that our State courts and State Legis­ 
latures can bo bought up or twisted to suit tho 
purposes of dominant railway corporations, 
and that tho only remedy lies in Congress. 
Hence wo entirely agree with General BuUor, 
tliat the time is near when the country will 
have to grapple with those telegraph and 
railway nnmopolies, aud tho sooner tho bettor 
it will bo for tho conntry and the Treasury. 


Klectlon Ropenters—WliRt to the Rom edr* 
Tlic extent to which “repeating” was carried 
on In the late charter election is bearing its 
fruit in a quarter hitherto considered inacces­ 
sible lo ialliienccB oí this sort. Not only was 
repeating resorted to, but the “stuffing” and 
“ counting out” processes were largely indulged 
in, to the serious delriraont, not of republican 
adversarios, but of erst democratic friends 
and colaborcrs in tho old game. This, in 
fact, makes what would bo under other cir­ 
cumstances a trifling matter and of little con­ 
sideration one of great consequence. It was 
a game of democratic bluff; and the idea of 
being bluffed and sold, when each party 
thought they had the game in their own hands, 
was too bad. There was evidently a screw 
loose somewhere. Either tho one side had 
miscalculated its opponent’s resources, or had 
not given it credit for being prepared to go in 
for repeaters to the extent of securing a 
victory. Tho fact is that political strategy was 
never more deftly or Buccossfully practised 
than as between the rival candidates of the 
same organization. Shoeing a troop of horse 
with felt, after King Lear’s idea, was a blun­ 
dering strategy compared with that pursued in 
some of tho wards on Tuesday last by the rival 
democratic opponents. 
In one district, the most interesting of all 
tho fields of conflict, the repeaters held in 
reserve for one candidate were by a ruse 
brought up to the polls and recorded their 
votes for tlieir employer’s opponent. Here 
was tho biter bitten with a vengeance, and 
bitter feud is the consequence. 
In tho up-town districts the confidence game 
was very snccessfully practised. In one of tho 
districts a defeated candidate asks that his op­ 
ponent will be magnanimous enough to inform 
him of tho number of voles cast for him that 
were counted in the interest of his opponent, 
pledging himself to take no action in the mat­ 
ter. In another (tho new district) the defeated 
candidate for Tolice Justice protests against 
the action of the inspectors and canvassers, 
confident that not only has ho suffered a de­ 
feat through fraud, but that his supporters, the 
majority of the voters of tho district, have 
been grossly cheated of their right of suffrage. 
And so it is throughout all tho districts and 
wards of the city. Now, what Is the remedy for 
this most outrageous state of affairs? In what 
way can tho purity of the ballot box bo re­ 
stored and the electors of tho city assured 
that thoir votes are honestly counted and ap­ 
propriately recorded for the candidates of thoir 
choice? Only through legislation, not con­ 
fined merely to measures passed at Albany, 
but to legislation in Congress—a broad and 
comprehensive scheme of legislation, embrac­ 
ing the national jioints in the question and the 
local ones wilh regard to tho political ma­ 
chinery in tho city and State. 
Tnis system of fraudulent voting is Increasing 
In our midst. Tho result, as seen in tho late 
election, is pregnant with warning to the dom­ 
inant party itself and to its partisans, and the 
remedy, to be effectual, must strike at the very 
root of tlio evil. Legislation is the first thing 
necessary, and tiie citizens, if they value the 
franchise—the right and prerogative of free­ 
men—will see lo it that when their representa­ 
tives meet at .Albany this question will bo 
taken up and effectually disposed of.

France—N apoleon nnil tho Radirnto.* 
French politics still command a large amount 
of attention, although it cannot bo said that 
tho situation is at all well defined. For tho 
first time in the history of tho second empire 
freedom of speech is enjoyed in tho Chambers. 
Wo cannot say that freedom of speech has 
been absolutely abused as yet, but it is not to 
bo denied that liberty has been carried to the 
verge of license. It was the opinion of some 
that tho derisive cheers which tho allusion to 
Rochefort called forth on the occasion of tho 
opening of the Chambers was proof sufficient 
that Rooheforl’s game was played out. On 
that day Rochefort was conspicuous by his 
ab.sonco. So far as ho himself was concerned 
his absence was a wise and wl*11 considered 
stroke of policy. Since the opening day tho 
lampooner has been a faithful member and his 
seat has seldom been empty. Nor has he been 
a dumb dog. True, ho has made no great 
effort—and it is perhaps also true that great 
effort is not in him—yet ho has on several 
occasions opened his month, and if be has not 
done anything nobler he has snarled, and 
snarled lo some purpose. If ho goes on as he 
has begun it maybe necessary for the Emperor 
in some way or other to shut him up. It was 
a daring thing to say what ho said on Thurs­ 
day, that tho Emperor gave tho signal for tho 
members to laugh at him. A little more of 
this and Franco must decido against M. Roche­ 
fort or against tho Emperor. It will not be 
wonderful if another general election be soon 
found necessary; and there are many who 
will not feel surprised if the man of tho Lan- 
terne finds himself out in tho cold. It is still 
uncertain who is to be the Emperor’s Prime 
Minister. For a time it seemed us if M. Ollivicr 
should be the man. It does not appear, how- 
cyor, that this most moderate of the oppo­ 
sitionists has been at all successful in his 
attempts to organizo a ministry. M. For- 
cade, the Minister of the Interior, is tho most 
prominent man of tho hour on tbe Emperor’s 
side. It will not bo wonderful if he should 
riso to a higher position. Meanwhile the 
situation is ono of suspense and uncertainty. 


ConI—Fair ProapecU for the C onsnners. 
The statistics of the product and salo of coal 
which we published yesterday bring cheerful 
news to tho consumers of that article, which, 
wo may add, moans tho whole community, at 
a time, too, when wo are entering upon a 
winter, which, coming so early upon us as it 
does, promises to be very severe. This time 
last year things wore comparatively fresh and 
green. Tho Hudson was not frozen, as it is 
now, above I’oughkcepsie, and skating rinks 
wore only beginning to be thought about, yet 
coal was looming up la price, with a prospect 
of fourtoon or fifteen dollars a ton ahead of us. 
This year winter strikes us in tho beginning of 
December, with three dreary months still 
before us, ere tlio buds and blossoms come. 
But, fortunately for the poor as woll as for those 
whose circumstances compel them to practico 
economy, the coal dealers ajipoar to have over­ 
reached themselves. The rijo lu coal last 
October stiraiilatcd the dealers to put in a 
largo stock, nxiiecting a still greater rise. In 
Boston and I’hiladelphia, as well as in tliis 
city,' thcro came a glut in tlio coal yards. But 
this very avarlcioiH move on tho part of tho 
traders—like many others where avarice over­ 
steps itself—only rosullod in bringing down 
the price. Tho supply just now exceeds tho 
demand, and that rogiilatos tho quostion of 
cheaper coal. Happily for tho public, extor­ 
tion now becomes impossible, because compe­ 
tition steps in to arrest It. 
Tlie statistics show that coal from the Penn­ 
sylvania mines can bo delivered at Eiizabeth- 
port—our entrepot— 
an average price of 
three dollars and a quarter per ton of 2,‘J40 
pounds, whether delivered by railroad or canal. 
'I’ho freight from that point to this city, wo 
need not say, is comparatively trifling, yet the 
dealers even now, with a vast slock on hand, 
demand ten dollars and over per ton for coal 
of only two thousand pounds. Let no one 
imagine that he over gels moro than two tlioii- 
sand, and if he gels that much ho is lucky. 
In tho face of these facts, then, coal must ]>o 
grevlly reduced in price betwoon tliis a'ld 
spring. Tho jlealers will, of course, eii.].>avor 
to keep it lip by every possilde dnvicti and 
excuse. The best way to defeat them is for 
families not to put la any more coal than is 
iiofmssary for Immi’dialo wnnls. Remnnibor 
that tlio market is full and that stocks of coal 
must bo sold between this time and next 
April or tho conI dealers will suffor terribly 


The fear tliat the Snprome Coart, in pro­ 
nouncing as to tho rights of citizens of the 
United States, may judge that some citizens 
have more rights than it la agreeable to Con­ 
gress to acknowledge, and that thereby tho 
reconstruction laws may bo declared void 
in certain points, has hitherto driven 
Congress Into soma very queer attitudes, but 
into none moro ridiculous than the one it 
limes in tho bill to restrict the appellate 
jurisdiction of tho Supreme Court, just reported 
from the Senate Judiciary Committee. The 
object of this bill is to cover such oases us tho 
Yergor case. Chief Justice Chase, it wUl be 
romomborod, recently decided that tho Su­ 
premo Court must hoar tho appeal of Yergor, 
who had been tried by a military court in an 
mroconslrucled State, and who claimed that 
such a trial was in contravoution of his right, 
under the constitution, to a trial by jury. lie 
had been brought before tho United States 
District Court on habeas corpus. That court 
had judged the military trial valid. Hence 
his appeal to the Supremo bench. It is obvious 
that such B trial would compel tho Court to 
doterinlno that groat vital point between tho 
constitution, which would glvo this man a trial 
jury, and a law of Congress which gives 
him a trial only by military commission. 
Congress knows that such a point cannot be 
safely ventured before a non-political body— 
before a body that judges according to the law 
rather than according to certain loose doc­ 
trines of necessity. 
It, therefore, now de­ 
clares that all such cases are political, and 
utters Its declaration to tho judicial power 
not to venture on the ground of politics. 
If 
Congress had contented itself with tho passage 
of a law distinctly defining these cases and 
declaring that such appeals should not bo heard 
by Iho Supreme Court it would havo dono only 
what is unqnustionably in its power; but in 
this warning in regard to politics it will bo 
seen that it ventures a groat deal more. 
In this Boclion, for instance, it appears to 
be altogether out o f its depth :— 
no It onacieJ, Ac.. That under the constitution tho 
Judicial power or the United ¡States does uuc em- 
oraee political power or irlvc to the judicial trliniiuil 
any authority to quesiiou tho decisiou of tho po­ 
litical deparimeuts of tho goveruuitfut on political 
qucstlous; luid It is licroHy declared that all courts 
of the United Htate.s in the admiuLstratlon of justice 
shall be bouud by the decision of tUu political ue- 
partmeuU of iho govermuoat on political questions. 
Tho constitution says “the judicial power 
shall extend to all cases. In law and equity, 
arising under this constitution and tho laws of 
tho United States.” Now, whenever a citizen 
is deprived of his rights by any person assum­ 
ing to act under a law of Congress thon a 
“case” has arisen that properly and necessa­ 
rily brings that law of Congress under the 
review ol tha courts. It is the pequliar dis­ 
covery of*ropublican politicians that certain 
laws of Cougress may be called political, in 
contradistinction from other laws, and that in 
virtue of that namu they aro exempt from judi­ 
cial examination. While wo may admit as an 
abstraction that Congress is tho depository of 
political power, wo may safely defy any one to 
show how that power has any existence save 
in its application—that is, except «as it is 
applied to persons; and wlicn it is applied to 
persons in such a manner as to oppress them 
and to infringe their rights then surely we 
have a case that calls for such remedy as the 
courts can give, tho metaphysical hairsplitters 
of the Judiciary Committee to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 


Prusiiia ni 
By cable despatch wo are informed that tho 
Czar of all the Russias has conferred tho 
Grand Cross of tho Order of St. Gcorgo upon 
tho King of Prussia, “as a proof of tho cordial 
relations existing between tho two countries.” 
This is a proof of tho unmistakable policy that 
must be followed by these two great Powers in 
order to confront any political combinations 
that may transpire in Southern or Western 
Europe, especially In reference to France. 
Reports have been circulated respecting tho 
complicity of Russia and Prussia in the recent 
insurrection in Dalmatia, but in turn havo 
been promptly and officially contradicted. Tho 
sentiments known to exist between Russia and 
Turkey on tho one side, and the jealousy that 
but recently gave rise to some difference 
between the Cabinets of Prussia and Austria 
on tho other, were woll calculated to fostor the 
supposition that indirect means might have 
been employed by which to annoy their respec­ 
tivo adversaries. Such would naturally resuñ 
by fomonting tho insiirrectiou in Dalmatia, and 
therefore to a certain extent warranted tbe 
supposition. In reference to graver matters, 
howovor, tho two- great nations of Russia and 
Prussia koow that they must go logotlicr iu 
ordor to combat alliances that may bo closed 
by any of tho other groat Powers of Europe ; 
and although political matters may wear a 
peaceful outward aspect for tho moment there 
is no telling how soon the clouds of war may 
gather on tho horizon. 


T h e Fr.v.viEST T iiir o in F in a n o k.— It la 
one of tho most incomprehensible things that 
John Bull siiould fancy that there is any value 
ill Confederate bonds, and should still hold tlicm 
in such esteem that they can “improve in price” 
in any given circumstancos.

will buy such things, wo will give them the 
latest ipiotations. 'fwo and a half millions in 
those bonds wore sold hero tho other day for 
thirty-five dollars. 
They were bought as 
curiosities, ___________________ 
Enomsh V k sse i-h U n l u c k y .— English ves­ 
sels uro strangely unlucky in their first 
atleinpts to jirollt by tho opening of the Suez 
Canal. Tho steamer Brazilian, from London, 
althougli built expressly for Suez Canal traffic, 
was fjund to draw loo much water, and was 
obliged to discharge half its cargo, when it 
attompted a day or two ago to got through the 
canal. 
Tho English must, however, liavo 
known tho requisite raeasiiremont before build­ 
ing the steamer. 


C k o w n k ii’s Q u es t L a w — A n o t iie u C a sk.— 
Tho qiieorost caso was that of Jackson, who 
hunted a man like a rabbit and shot him in 
the back of the head. Tho Coroacr said it 
was self-defuuce. Then a drunken ruffian 
slmt his drunken asso' iate dead in a riimshop, 
ainl the Coroner set him free. Now we havo 
a case at liio New York Hotel, in which the 
Coroner's inquest is conducted on tlia princi­ 
ples of tlio Inipiisiliun, with complete secrecy, 
and wllliont a coroner.

aé the Soeai Cm>I. 
There seems to be no good reason why th« 
opening of tho Sue* Canal, with all Its para­ 
mount success, should not bring the valuable 
trade of Australasia into direct connection with 
France. In olden times, when the produots of 
the far East reached the Mediterranean over­ 
land by caravans across tho desert, when the 
Red Sea was the great water connection 
between India and Southern Europe, tho oitie* 
on tho Mediterranean wore tho recipients of 
tho “woalth of Indus." But when navigation 
bad taught tho British nation to circumnavigate 
tho Capo the.trade of the East drifted In that 
direction and England almost monopolized tha 
whole of it. The opening of the Suez Canal, 
howovor, has brought about a change. Tho 
old cities on the Mediterranean have a new 
life open to them. Tho fame of Tyre, Sidon 
and Carthage, and tho more modern cities of 
Magna Grecia, which were the glory of that 
day—a fume that Genoa tho Superb, and 
Venice of tho Doges once shared—may ba 
restored to tho still more modern porta of 
Southern Franco through tho medium of tho 
Suez CanaL 
Some such thoughts aro 
evidently agitating the French mind just 
now, when suggestions are made to coalusca 
with tho colonial government of Australia in 
the ostablishment of sueh a route as would 
bring tho products of Australia—principally 
wool—to a market in Marseilles. It is urged 
that Australian wool and Indian shawls, spices 
and other products of tho East which are con- 
sumod in Franco go direct to London, and that 
French products for tho Australian market havo 
to go to the British colony by the same chan­ 
nel. Tho proposition just made is to open a 
direct communication between Australia and 
the southern ports of France by means of tha 
Suez Canal. 
It may bo that tho cost of transshipment of 
wool by this route would overbalance the losa 
of time in sending it by the ocean route round 
tho Cape; but, after all, that Is an o;i;pcri- 
mont worth trying. 
Thoro is no doubt that 
the products of India could be rcooivod in the 
French markets upon more advantageous 
terms by tho Suez Canal than via the Capa 
and London, and might be thus restored to 
the Mediterranean its ancient prestige as tha 
maritime highway from tho East to Central 
and Southern Europe^___________ 
T he A n ti-P a p a l C on g ress a t N a p les num­ 
bers two hundred delegates from Italy and 
twenty from other countries. Garibaldi, Victor 
Hugo and other leading radicals are not 
present, but have sent letters of excuse and 
sympathy. Thus at Rome and at Naples tha 
anlagonistio forces of opinion are drawn up ia 
battle array, and stand as It were face to face, 
ready and eager for tho impending conflict. 


T he A labam a C laim s.— Tho London Timca 
suggests the names of two eminent New York 
lawyers, whom it invites to state the facts and 
the law in relation to the Alabama claims.

The Action o f the Peruvian 
Minister. 


Cessation of Hostilities Holwcca 
SiMiiu and Peru. 


THE END OF THE LITIGi .TON 


Pnranant to artjonrnment me motion to release 
Bkj ijpaaiHa guubouw hcUoJ at lUo luslauce oí ttie 
UalteU States governuieiii was mane jestenJay in 
tiio llm icj Siaies inairict Court 
before JiiJgo 
UUtclifonl. 'Jlie Oourt was eruwUeU by a num ber 
of |<eniUua aaxiuus to bear tbe argum cau oí me 
ea..e. 
JMr. E. W. Stougtiton. counsel tor Mr. Delamater, 
(be claimunt. salil that the moiion wad now made 
upon me ground tliat a state of war no longer 
existed between Spain and Peru. 
Founded upon 
me Idea that a suite oí w arfare existed between 
Siiaiu and Peru, the government autüorizcd the 
District AtUirney to seize those gunboats upon the 
lucory that they were designed to lie used by Spam 
against Peru, a country with which the Pnited 
States was at peace. There was now evUlcncc to 
•now that a war no longer existed. 
He (Mr. 
Stoughton) thought the District Aitorney would 
hardly he disposed to re.sist the application. 
District Attorney Pierrepoui saul as the case had 
not been before me Court in anv formal way it was 
proper to suite how the libel had l>een filod. The 
Peruvian Mmister, la.st summer. uotlUcd the Secre­ 
tary of Slate that those gunboats were being built 
tor the purpose oí comuilttmg hostilities ugainst 
Peru, which republic was at war with Spam; and 1Í 
not intended to be usel directly against Pern that 
they were luumded to relieve other ships of war 
blocitadmg Cuba, and thus ludlrectly that they were 
Uelug fitted out against Peru, wlih which the United 
States was at peace. 
It remained nnder Executive 
order until it w.is thought desirable on me part of 
Ute government u.ai they should be immediately 
hrougtit into couru The libel proceeded on the 
ground that the i nlled Smtes was at peace with 
Peru and that spam and Peru were at war; m ore­ 
over, that these gnnt>oais were fitted out m American 
waters .or the purpose of niahlng war against Peru, 
wltn which thlscountrj was at peace. Ue had wlthm 
k few hours received instructions from Wa»ntngtoa 
•opiesot the notes that had passed between Peru­ 
vian and Spanish Ministers and the Secretary of 
State in refereuce to the m atter at issue ; and it ap­ 
peared that the war between Spain and Peru no 
longer existed, and for tbat reason the government 
d id not feel disposed and did not feel at liberty to 
prvss the llbcl any lurth°r, since the cau-e had 
ocascd to exist upon which the libcl was granted. 
Mr. Stoughton tbungut it proper to add to the 
motion, which w.is simply to discharge the boats, 
that the libel be altogether disuii,-<sed, in order that 
the whole proceedings may be disposed of and the 
Utigatiou brought to an end. 
The District Attorney saht ho wa.s not moving to 
dhmiisB the libel. He could not take any further 
act on m me matter, except that if tlie motion was 
grained llie gunboats should be discharged. Ue uld 
not see that there was anything lunher m it. 
Mr. Stoughton said 11 was not of any consequence 
wliut lorra of order might be made so long as the 
niouou wa.H grained. 
Judge Idatchford said it wa.« a m atter of consider­ 
able importance. It the government chose to dismiss 
those libels of couiso it baa n right to do so and lot 
the whole thing fall; but thequertlon of the dis­ 
charge of the gunboats before the return day of tbe 
process wai quite u different thing, and lie shonid 
leei very reluctant to ettubllsh a rule or precedent la 
a suit of rein, before the libel was rciurneu. Upon 
principio It struck him that the discharge oi the 
property seized w as open to object ion. 
He knew of 
one ca.se in wblcn that wa.s done and very serious 
prejudice W.1 S done by it some years since. 
This 
was a suit m rem. Next Tuesday was the d a y of 
Uie return, and he did not see how th ■ boats could 
be discharged before that time, provided lUeiiroce.ss 
was regular upon Its face. 
In a case of regalar libel 
aim regular process, where the return lias been 
issued, how the court could discharge it before the 
return day lie was unable to sec. If the goveriimeiit 
cuose 10 withdraw, or dismiss the iibel entirely, of 
course It had a right to do so. Pr.der all the circum- 
Btaiices, however, ne disliked very much to estan- 
lisii any precedent or principle which might be In 
vioiaiioa of the sonud principles of jurisprudence, 
iir. fttuugtiiou lem aikcd that It was ?o utterly ira- 


lu the iioei that ho presumed the District Attorney 
could oiler uo objection. The case had becu aban­ 
doned tiy the government, and there waa no reason 
undci the ilrcuuislanccs why the gunboats should 
not be db-charged. Ju view'of the great e-xpense m- 
curred iii keeping these vessels and the great hard­ 
ship euiailed upou me claim ant it was not asking 
too mucii oi the District Attorney to assent to the 
di.siuis-ial of the libe;. 
He was sure the Dlsttici 
Attorney did not intend to hold the libel on the gun­ 
boats upon imagmatiou. The govermneui had now 
no claim upon the boats, and as the charge In fact 
was nut to be umiuiamed nc asked tbat the proceed- 
lugs be dbsmissed. 
ab the libel could last only a 
day. as it were, It was not uureaBouable to ask that 
It ue euitreiy abandoned, and thus relieve (he olaim- 
aut fro.II further em barrassm ent. 
ihe District Attorney said he conld only repeat 
ihut the government had had no inforraauou from 
anviKsiy that luere.waa any other claim made ex- 
crq.t that set forth fii the libel, which was granted 
«II me ground that the fn ited States was at peace 
with Peru and that Spain was at war wiih Peru, 
it 
was moved in consequence of the notes of the Peni- 
vian .vHnister glviug such information. 
Hut be (the 
District Attorney) had just received from W ashing­ 
ton documeuts from the Secretary of State, iuch 
copie.s of notes as passed since the uimg of the lll>el 
between the Spanish and Peruvian Ministers and 
the .Secretary oi Male, from which it appears, 
clearly and distinctly, that whatever war may have 
exiBied It bad now ceased to exist, and for that 
reascm the iihors should not further be prosecmeil. 
Tuai was all he liad to state alKiiil me m atter. The 
goveruiiient did not intend to prosecute. 
He was 
advised tm u ihe war liun ceased, and therefore he 
could not resist the niotloiu The exact mode or 
loriii of galumg the end he did not undertake to 
auggest. ami he accorumgly left it to the Court to 
deiermme. It was m e uesire of the goTemiuent 
liiut the boat* should be discharged lu a loriuai way 
thill>ik'h 1 he Court. 
Judge iiiatchtord said that In this case a party 
brougut lorward a litigation sewing form his cause 
ofuctlou. 
If the proceedings then were to be dis­ 
missed the usual and only course was to wlibdraw 
tbe a' tion and not to ask the Court to deterrame 
wheilicr he had decided properly In coming to that 
conclusion. Here was an ofiiciai statcioeni that the 
goveriiinent had no caii.iu or action m order to proae- 
ciJie the suit; but that the Court ahould be a-*ked 
to dei ldfl upon soniLdlimg lu coimectiou with It was 
ail aiioiiiaiuus aainiuisiration of justice.

Illldreth, one of the proprietors of the hotel, 
deposed that prisoner had been drinking to exco8.s 
for four or five weeks past, but m ore particularly so 
for tbe last four days; deceased and his sister pur­ 
posed leaving for Arkansas on Thursday morning, 
hml purcha.sod tickets, and had thsir baggage all 
parked early for a start; subsequently the witness 
heard m at King had shot himself, and on going to 
the room louuU niiu dead. 
K l.ward Darze, au oitlcer atmched to the New 
York Hotel, diqw ed m at on iQursd.'iy evening he 
heard a scrcaru appurently coming fium one of tho 
rooms up nair-j, w.ien no lusiied to the room 
occupied by deceased; King's sister was onuide 
the uoor crying oat—“ .My broiuer. my b ro th er:' 
she threw a revolver ouuido the door; uuguluR 
m to the loom llio wllnesa found deceased dying 
across iliu bed dead, he Uavlng shot himself through 
Uio hea l. 
Dr. t'time examined the body and found a pistol 
shot wound of the bond eiuerm g at tho right temple 
close to Hie eye; me bad passed tarough the mum,

The case was then sabiiiltted to the jury, wlio

N om s It reveals a degradation of morals revolting to 
a Christian community, and an extrem e cuipauiilty 
ou the part of the hotel proprietor, Mr. Archer, on 
whose premises the outrage was perpviru’ed.

weeks since that MorrU S. Hill, cashier of the Farm ­ 
ers’ and Drovers’ National Bank of Somers bad 
absconded, leaving hie accounis. as it was then be­ 
lieved, in a very unsatisfactory condition. The lat­ 
ter well founded surmise was, however, prom ptly 
contradicted by the bank umucrs, w’lio, over tlieir 
own signatures to a co in n u .: •aliou subsequently 
appeariug m these columns, ;.emed th at Hill’s ac­ 
c o u n t had been found deficient.

of the Dank. Within the past few days the President 
of the institutloa named appeared before Justice 
Fem e, or White Plains, aad prelerred a charge 
against m il to the efTeci that ho had embezzled up­ 
wards of $31) 000 belonging to tbe bank, whereupon 
the Justice issued a w arrant for the arrest of the ab­ 
sconder, who. It had been discoverad, was then 
llvlug with his relatives m New Haven, .Conn.

E xplosion a t a P ow der M ili— At seven o’clock 
on Friday morning one of the buiidiugs of the pow­ 
der work.4 of Lafltn, Kaud A Co., situated about tour 
mile.1 west of Newburg, was demolished by the ex­ 
plosion of about 150 pounds of powder. The struc­ 
ture blown up waa what Is kuown as the ‘’wheel 
building” and 1» used for the m ixing of the powder. 
Tills process is performed by two large wheels, 
which are kept runnlDg day aud night. '1 he exploaloa 
occurred ouly a few uiiuuies beiore the workmen 
employed in the buiidiug bad commenced ilieir 
labors lor the day. and tne explosion was unat- 
tended bv Injury to any person. Tho shock was felt 
quite dlstlDctly la Newburg, where many buildings 
were Jarred by It, aud the noise was heard to a dis­ 
tance of twenty miles irom tho scene of the acci­ 
dent. The cause of the explosion is, of course, un­ 
known, os usual in cases of this Kind, where, if

be goes skyward at an uucomiortable velocity. 
Tbe supposition U, however, that some part of Ihe 
mautuuery, which Is run oy water power, m ust 
have given way, struck Ure aud ignited the powder.

tho deiouatioa had scarcely aied 
away before there was tue usual rush m tbe dtrec 
tion of the powder mills aud the cxpeciaiion of 
find mg one or mure human beings mliiced up and 
spreail over a surface of several acres. The last 
accident at these mills occuirod lu June, 1808, wbea 
tea thousand pounds of powdur exploded, dusiroy- 
lug Boveiai buffdlhgs and blowiag oue m an to 
atoms.

The "Tellow Book" Submitted to tho X.egis. 


latnre—Napoleon's Relations witu tiio DnHod 
States. 


PABJS, Dec. 10, i860. 


The French official yellow boo* has just been pub- 


lished. It gives a favorable account of the condition 
of France, and states that her relations with the 
foreign Powers and their relations with one another 
are still more amicable since the conference on the 
dispute between Greece and Turkey was held in Paris. 
The situation of tne North German Confederation is 
not such as to cause Franco to change her attitude. 
In Italy order is gaining ground in spite of revolu- 
tionary movements. 


The book makes an Important declaration in re- 


gard to the Ecumenical Council. '-This body," it 
says, "is beyond the pale of the political Powers; so 
.the Emperor is resolved not to use his Incontestable 
right to intervene in its deliberations; and through 
their representatives nil tne Catholic Powers ap- 
prove this course."

The House Judiciary Committee, at ils meeting to-

The subject of the French Atlantic cable was

Fernando Wood, one 
of its members, offered a resolution in the House, 
which was aaopted, directing an inquiry into all the 
facts attending the landing of the cablo on our 
shores, and to ascertain whether the French govern- 
ment has taken any action prejudicial to the United 
States government.

TOUTED STATES SOPEEM3 CGUBT. 


The Power of Military Mamcipal Authorities 


to Ueiuio City JPropcrty—Judgments at taw 
Interlocutory, Not Ftaa!. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 10. i860.

Error to Oie Circuit Court for the Eastern District of 
Louisiana.—The New York Mall Steamsmn Com- 
pany rented or the military municipal authorities or 
New Orleans, soon after the federal occupation or 
tnat city, certain wharves and piers ror the use or 
their transports. The reinstated civil city govern- 
ment,' in April, 1665, by ordinance,

The steamship company immediately instituted this 
suit, claiming $20,000 damages, and obtained an in- 
junction restraining lurtner proceedings on the part 
or the city authorities. The city also commenced a 
suit in a State court and obtained an injunction re- 
straining the company from further use and occu- 
pancy under their lease, and thereupon the steam- 
ship company filed a supplemental petition, setrme 
lorth the commencement of the action or the city 
upon which they Obtained, an order rrom the Circuit 
Court directing the city authorities to Discontinue 
their suit or to show cause why they should not be 
punished as ror a contempt. Subsequently the Mayor 
fllea a sworn answerto the motion, dtsavowinK anv 
intention to disregard the first injunction order and 
stating that tae buildings had been removed 
berore its service upon mm, and also settine UD 
that the object or the suit commenced by thecitv 
was simply to prevent the riirther erection of build- 
ings by tue steamship company and to maintain the 
then status of affairs. Afterwards the city fliad an- 
swer on tne merits, denying the authority or tbe 
military Mayor to bind, encumber or alienate the 
real property of Uie city beyond the period of uis 
appointment, and claimiUK that all such acts done 
bj htm ceased to be of any force or ellect when the 
administration or the government of the city was 
restored to the mamcipal authorities elected under 
the laws or Louisiana. It was runner alleged that 
the lease was void, because none or the formalities 
prescribed by law and the ordinances of the city had 
been complied with. The prayer was that the lease 
be set aside and annulled. The judgment or the court 
on the trial was tor the steamship company, and the 
injunction restraining the city irom lurther mter- 
rereuce was continued during the term or the lease 
From tnat judgment writ oi error is taken to this 
court. The writ or error was dismissed, the Court 
holding that to 2ive jurisdiction or the cause it 
shoulu have been brought up on appeaL

It gives a favorable account of the condition 
of France, and states that her relations with the 
foreign Powers and their relations with one another 
are still more amicable since the conference on the 
dispute between Greece and Turkey was held in Paris. 
The situation of tne North German Confederation is 
not such as to cause Franco to change her attitude. 
In Italy order is gaining ground in spite of revolu- 
tionary movements. 


The book makes an Important declaration in re- 


gard to the Ecumenical Council. '-This body," it 
says, "is beyond the pale of the political Powers; so 
.the Emperor is resolved not to use his Incontestable 
right to intervene in its deliberations; and through 
their representatives nil tne Catholic Powers ap- 
prove this course." 


The Turko-Egyptian question is reviewed, and the 


efforts maae to reconcile the Sultan ana the Viceroy 
are dwelt npon at length. 


American affairs are treated of to the following 


effect:—The advent or General Grant to the Presi- 
dency of the United States has made no change In 
the good relations existing between the two nations. 
France nas assisted the efforts or tho Washington 
government to re-establish peace between Spain and 
the Pacific republics; but the sympathy shown by 
the people of the United States and South America 
with the Cuban rebellion has unfortunately compli- 
cated the settlement or the above question. 


Winding up tttis subject the book says:—."The 


Frenca government has no reason to violate the 
laws or neutrality.

The subject of the French Atlantic cable was 


briefly considered by the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs yesterday and to-day. Fernando Wood, one 
of its members, offered a resolution in the House, 
which was aaopted, directing an inquiry into all the 
facts attending the landing of the cablo on our 
shores, and to ascertain whether the French govern- 
ment has taken any action prejudicial to the United 
States government. The committee has referred the 
subject for a report to a member who, while la 
Europe Ij-^t summer, made himself entirely familiar 
with it. TVe French government, he says, is grant- 
ing a charter for twenty years, reserving to itself the 
right to scrutinize or examine all despatches at that 
end of the line, and, in addition, the telegrams to and 
from our government.

to Ueiuio City JPropcrty—Judgments at taw

Court directing the city authorities to Discontinue 
their suit or to show cause why they should not be 
punished as ror a contempt. Subsequently the Mayor 
fllea a sworn answerto the motion, dtsavowinK anv 
intention to disregard the first injunction order and 
stating that tae buildings had been removed 
berore its service upon mm, and also settine UD 
that the object or the suit commenced by thecitv 
was simply to prevent the riirther erection of build- 
ings by tue steamship company and to maintain the 
then status of affairs. Afterwards the city fliad an- 
swer on tne merits, denying the authority or tbe 
military Mayor to bind, encumber or alienate the 
real property of Uie city beyond the period of uis 
appointment, and claimiUK that all such acts done 
bj htm ceased to be of any force or ellect when the 
administration or the government of the city was 
restored to the mamcipal authorities elected under 
the laws or Louisiana. It was runner alleged that 
the lease was void, because none or the formalities 
prescribed by law and the ordinances of the city had 
been complied with. The prayer was that the lease 
be set aside and annulled. The judgment or the court 
on the trial was tor the steamship company, and the 
injunction restraining the city irom lurther mter- 
rereuce was continued during the term or the lease 
From tnat judgment writ oi error is taken to this 
court. The writ or error was dismissed, the Court 
holding that to 2ive jurisdiction or the cause it

ilr. E. W\ Stonghton, counsel for Mr. Delamater 


Hie claimant, said that the motion was now mad 
upon tbe ground that a state of war no lonee 
•existed between Spain and Peru. Founded upo: 
the idea that a state of warfare existed betwee: 
Spain and Peru, the government authorized th 
District Attorney to seize those gunboats upon th 
theory that they Were designed to be used by Spaii 
aeamsl Peru, a country with which the Unite* 
States was at peace. There was now evidence ti 
snow that a war no longer existed. 
He (Mr 


Stonghton) thought the District Attorney would 
iardiy be disposed to resist the application. 


District Attorney Pierrepont said as the case had 


not beeu before tne Court in anv formal way it was 
proper to state how the libel had been filed. Thi 
Peruvian Minister, last summer, noticed the Secre- 
tary of State that those gunboats were being bull: 
lor the purpose of committing hostilities agains 
Peru, which republic was at war with Spam; and if 
not intended to be used directly against Pern that 
they were intended to relieve .(Other ships of wa 
Dlockading Cuba, and thus Indirectly that they wer 
feeing fitted out against Peru, with whlcli tbe United 
States was at peace. I; remained under Esecutiv 
oKier until it was thought dasira^le on tne uart o 
the governmeac t:iat tBey should be Immediately 
brought into couru The libel proceeded oa ta 
eronnd that the United S'.ates was at peace with 
Peru and that Spain and Peru were at war; more 
over, that these trunboats were fitted out in American 
•waters ^or the purpose of making war against Peru 
.witn which this country was at peace. Be had within 
a Tew hours receives iastructions from Washington 
copies of. the notes tnat had passed between Peru- 
vian and Spanish Ministers aad the Secretary o 
State in reference to the matter at issne ; and it ap- 
peared that the war between Spain and Peru no 
longer existed, and for that reason the government 
did not feel disposed and did not feel at liberty to 
cress the libel any farther, since the cause t 
ceased to exist upon which tee libel was granted. 


Mr. Stoughton thought it proper to add to the 


motion, which Was simply to discharge the boats 
tnat the libel be altogether dismissed, in order that 
*fte whole proceedings may be disposed of and the 
litigation brought to an end. 


The District Attorney §aid lie was not moving to 


dismiss the UbeL He coald not take any further 
action m the matter, except that If the motion was 
Brained the gunboats should be discharged. He aid 
not see that there was anything iurther in it. 


Mr. Stoughton said it was not of any consequence 


•what form of order might be maae so long as the 
motion was granted. 


Judge Blatchford said It was a matter of consider- 


able importance. If tbe government cliose to dismiss 
tnose libels of course it has a right to do so and let 
the whole thing fall; but tlie question of the dls- 
cnarsre or tbe guu'aoats before the return day ol tae 
process was quite a different thing, and he snoul 
reel very reluctan t to establish a rule or precedent in 
a suit of rem. before the libel was returned. Upon 
principle It Etruck him that the discharge or tbe 
property seized was open to object ion. He knew o 
one case in which that was done and very serious 
prejudice was done by it sorue years since. This 
was a suit in rem. Hext Tuesday was tbe da y or 
tne return, and he did not see now tne ooats could 
be discharged before that time, provided the process 
was regular upon its face. In a case of regular Hbfl 
ana regular process, where the return has been 
Issued. BOW the court could discharge it before the 
return day he was unable to see. If the government 
chose to withdraw, or dismiss the libel entirely, of 
course it Bud a right to do so. Under ail the circum- 
stances, however, he disliked very much to estao- 
lisu any-precedent or prmcmie which might be in 
violation of tlie sound principles of jurisprudence. 
ilr- Stoughton remarked tnat It was so utterly im- 
probable tbac any claim or lien to the property 
would be made at any time other than that set lorrji 
to the noel that he presumed the District Attorney 
could ouer no objectioa. The case Bad been abau- 
doued uy the government, and there was no reason 
under the circumstances why the gunboats should 
not be discharged. In view of the great expense in- 
curred m keeping these vessels and the great hard- 
ship euuiUt'd upou the claimant it was not asking 
too much 01 the District Attorney to assent to tae 
dismissal or the libel. He was sure the District 
Attorney did not intend to hold the libel ou the gun- 
boats upon imagination. The government bad now 
no claim upon the boats, and as the charge in fact 
•was not to be maintained he asked that the proceed- 
ings be dismissed- As the libel could last only a 
flay, as it were, it was not unreasonable to ask that 
It oa entirely abandoned, and thus relieve tue claim- 
ant from further embarrassment. 


The District Attorney said he could only repeat 
that the government had iud no information from 
anybody that there was any other claim made ex- 
cept that set forth in the libel, which was granted 
on the ground that the United States was at peace 
with Peru and that Spain was at war with Peru, it 
was moved m consequence of the notes or the Peru- 
vian Minister giving such ioTormaUon. But he (the 
District Attorney) had just received from Washing- 
ton documents from the Secretary of state, such 
copies ot notes as passed since ttie flung-of the libel 
between the Spanish and Peruvian Ministers and 
the Secretary or State, rroin whica it appears, 
clearly and distinctly, that wnatever war may have 
existed it tad now ceased to exist, and for that 
reason the libels should not further be prosecuted 
That was all he had to state about the matter. The 
government did not intead to prosecute. He was 
advisea tnat the war had ceased, and therefore he 
coald not resist the monoii. Tbe exact mode or 
Jorm of gaining the end lie did not undertake to 
suggest, aud ne accordingly lett it to the Court to 
determine. It was the desire of the government 
tttat the boats snouid be discharged in a formal way 
through the Court. 
Jadge Biatcnford said that in tats case a party 
brouyiit lorward a litigation setting fortn his causa 
of action. If the proceedings then were to be dis- 
missed the usual and only course was to withdraw 
tlie action and not to ask the Court to determine 
whether he had decided properly In coming so that 
conclusion. Here was an onicial statement that the 
government bad no cause of action in order to prose- 
cute the snit; but that the Court siwuld be asked 
to decide upon something m connection witn It was 
an anomalous administration of justice. * 
Tue District Attorney intimated that the only em- 
barrassement arose irom the lact tliat he was there 
Buapiy oa the motion. The Court had heard the 
motion and tne reply to it, and the oniy matter 
fcefore tne Court was the question ol grantiug it. 


Judge Blatchlord said tnat it was not a proper 
motion, and he would hear the arguments In order to 
satisfy islmssir as to to granting it, 


Mr. ttoagaton said that alter the statement made 
uy tne Disincc Attorney tBas the prosecution had 
been abinaoaed it ssetned to him tnat the case, ir- 
voivmg aeep questions, was at end. The District 
Attorney could easily aispose of it by doing now 
that which he certainly would do aereaiter—consent- 
ing that the libels be dismissed. Taat relieved tee 
Court from all einoarrassinent suggested. Tne Dis- 
trict Attorney coasenica to the discharge of the ves- 
sels on tne grouud thj.t tlie foundation upon wtuctt 
tiie government reatea h«a disappeared 


The District Attorney saw irom tne deDatchea 
\rhicn ha received he -was miormed that tue 
government did not mtCBu further to prosecute 
War no longer existed between Spain, and Peru aud 
Jt -was because of tnat war that the libels were 
orlclnally filed. If the Court were now sitting in 
sdmirallty he would state that the government had 
no cause of actioii lor tae libel and under me advices 
would not attempt to sustain it. 


Judge Watchtord, after some further discussion, 
made the following order:—Tne United States or 
America vs. a certain gnnboat now lying at pier So.

York Hotel Dr. Shine denies that he held an inquest 
on tne oody, ana says he only took the testimony to 
which the witnesses yesterday made oath before 
Coroner Flynn. 


D. M. Hildretu, one of the proprietors of the hotel, 


deposed that prisoner had been drinking to excess 
for four or five weeks past, but more particularly so 
for the last four days; deceased and his sister pur- 
posed leaving lor Arkansas on Thursday morning, 
had purchased Tickets, and had their baggage all 
packed early lor a start: subsequently the witness 
heard ttiat King Bad shot Himself, and on troins to 
tBe room lountl mm dead. 


Ed.ward Darke, an officer attached to the Sew 


York Hotel, depo=ea that on Taursday eveuias be 
heard a scream apparently coming from one of'the 
rooms up suiirs, when Be rusued to the room 
occupied by deceased; King's sister was outside 
ths door crying out—".My brouier, my brother;" 
sue t'arew a revolver outside tue door; ongoing 
in to tne loom the witness found deceased lying 
ac-oss the bed dead, He having shot himself through 
the lieiul. 
Dr. Slune examined tlie body and found a pistol 
shot wound ol the Head entering at the right temple 
close to ttie eye; tue ball passed turouiru the brain, 
shattering tiie skull; the ball was found lying 
beuealli tne birin ou tlie opposite side of tne heart. 
Tlie case was the:; submitted to the jury, who 


rendered the VMomag vermct:— 
"Time John King, tao Qcccuscd, came to Ills death 


from a inszyl .-am wound of tBe bead, suiadally 
nu-icted ou tbe flth day of December, 1S09, at the 
New York Hotel, while laboring under temporary 
nsanity."

THE END OF THE LITI&iVIOlS 


Pursnant to adjournment tne motion to rcieas 


•Ste Spanish gunboats seized at the instance of tli 
United states government was made yesterday u 
4oe United Slates Dlslrict Court before Judg 
-Blatcttford. The court was crowded by a numoe 
•of persons anxious to hear the arguments of 
-rase. • 


ilr. E. W\ Stonghton, counsel for Mr. Delamater 


Hie claimant, said that the motion was now mad 
upon tbe ground that a state of war no lonee 
•existed between Spain and Peru. Founded upo: 
the idea that a state of warfare existed betwee: 
Spain and Peru, the government authorized th 
District Attorney to seize those gunboats upon th 
theory that they Were designed to be used by Spaii 
aeamsl Peru, a country with which the Unite* 
States was at peace. There was now evidence ti 
snow that a war no longer existed. 
He (Mr 


Stonghton) thought the District Attorney would 
iardiy be disposed to resist the application. 


District Attorney Pierrepont said as the case had 


not beeu before tne Court in anv formal way it was 
proper to state how the libel had been filed. Thi 
Peruvian Minister, last summer, noticed the Secre- 
tary of State that those gunboats were being bull: 
lor the purpose of committing hostilities agains 
Peru, which republic was at war with Spam; and if 
not intended to be used directly against Pern that 
they were intended to relieve .(Other ships of wa 
Dlockading Cuba, and thus Indirectly that they wer 
feeing fitted out against Peru, with whlcli tbe United 
States was at peace. I; remained under Esecutiv 
oKier until it was thought dasira^le on tne uart o 
the governmeac t:iat tBey should be Immediately 
brought into couru The libel proceeded oa ta 
eronnd that the United S'.ates was at peace with 
Peru and that Spain and Peru were at war; more 
over, that these trunboats were fitted out in American 
•waters ^or the purpose of making war against Peru 
.witn which this country was at peace. Be had within 
a Tew hours receives iastructions from Washington 
copies of. the notes tnat had passed between Peru- 
vian and Spanish Ministers aad the Secretary o 
State in reference to the matter at issne ; and it ap- 
peared that the war between Spain and Peru no 
longer existed, and for that reason the government 
did not feel disposed and did not feel at liberty to 
cress the libel any farther, since the cause t 
ceased to exist upon which tee libel was granted. 


Mr. Stoughton thought it proper to add to the 


motion, which Was simply to discharge the boats 
tnat the libel be altogether dismissed, in order that 
*fte whole proceedings may be disposed of and the 
litigation brought to an end. 


The District Attorney §aid lie was not moving to 


dismiss the UbeL He coald not take any further 
action m the matter, except that If the motion was 
Brained the gunboats should be discharged. He aid 
not see that there was anything iurther in it. 


Mr. Stoughton said it was not of any consequence 


•what form of order might be maae so long as the 
motion was granted. 


Judge Blatchford said It was a matter of consider- 


able importance. If tbe government cliose to dismiss 
tnose libels of course it has a right to do so and let 
the whole thing fall; but tlie question of the dls- 
cnarsre or tbe guu'aoats before the return day ol tae 
process was quite a different thing, and he snoul 
reel very reluctan t to establish a rule or precedent in 
a suit of rem. before the libel was returned. Upon 
principle It Etruck him that the discharge or tbe 
property seized was open to object ion. He knew o 
one case in which that was done and very serious 
prejudice was done by it sorue years since. This 
was a suit in rem. Hext Tuesday was tbe da y or 
tne return, and he did not see now tne ooats could 
be discharged before that time, provided the process 
was regular upon its face. In a case of regular Hbfl 
ana regular process, where the return has been 
Issued. BOW the court could discharge it before the 
return day he was unable to see. If the government 
chose to withdraw, or dismiss the libel entirely, of 
course it Bud a right to do so. Under ail the circum- 
stances, however, he disliked very much to estao- 
lisu any-precedent or prmcmie which might be in 
violation of tlie sound principles of jurisprudence. 
ilr- Stoughton remarked tnat It was so utterly im- 
probable tbac any claim or lien to the property 
would be made at any time other than that set lorrji 
to the noel that he presumed the District Attorney 
could ouer no objectioa. The case Bad been abau- 
doued uy the government, and there was no reason 
under the circumstances why the gunboats should 
not be discharged. In view of the great expense in- 
curred m keeping these vessels and the great hard- 
ship euuiUt'd upou the claimant it was not asking 
too much 01 the District Attorney to assent to tae 
dismissal or the libel. He was sure the District 
Attorney did not intend to hold the libel ou the gun- 
boats upon imagination. The government bad now 
no claim upon the boats, and as the charge in fact 
•was not to be maintained he asked that the proceed- 
ings be dismissed- As the libel could last only a 
flay, as it were, it was not unreasonable to ask that 
It oa entirely abandoned, and thus relieve tue claim- 
ant from further embarrassment. 


The District Attorney said he could only repeat 
that the government had iud no information from 
anybody that there was any other claim made ex- 
cept that set forth in the libel, which was granted 
on the ground that the United States was at peace 
with Peru and that Spain was at war with Peru, it 
was moved m consequence of the notes or the Peru- 
vian Minister giving such ioTormaUon. But he (the 
District Attorney) had just received from Washing- 
ton documents from the Secretary of state, such 
copies ot notes as passed since ttie flung-of the libel 
between the Spanish and Peruvian Ministers and 
the Secretary or State, rroin whica it appears, 
clearly and distinctly, that wnatever war may have 
existed it tad now ceased to exist, and for that 
reason the libels should not further be prosecuted 
That was all he had to state about the matter. The 
government did not intead to prosecute. He was 
advisea tnat the war had ceased, and therefore he 
coald not resist the monoii. Tbe exact mode or 
Jorm of gaining the end lie did not undertake to 
suggest, aud ne accordingly lett it to the Court to 
determine. It was the desire of the government 
tttat the boats snouid be discharged in a formal way 
through the Court. 
Jadge Biatcnford said that in tats case a party 
brouyiit lorward a litigation setting fortn his causa 
of action. If the proceedings then were to be dis- 
missed the usual and only course was to withdraw 
tlie action and not to ask the Court to determine 
whether he had decided properly In coming so that 
conclusion. Here was an onicial statement that the 
government bad no cause of action in order to prose- 
cute the snit; but that the Court siwuld be asked 
to decide upon something m connection witn It was 
an anomalous administration of justice. * 
Tue District Attorney intimated that the only em- 
barrassement arose irom the lact tliat he was there 
Buapiy oa the motion. The Court had heard the 
motion and tne reply to it, and the oniy matter 
fcefore tne Court was the question ol grantiug it. 


Judge Blatchlord said tnat it was not a proper 
motion, and he would hear the arguments In order to 
satisfy islmssir as to to granting it, 


Mr. ttoagaton said that alter the statement made 
uy tne Disincc Attorney tBas the prosecution had 
been abinaoaed it ssetned to him tnat the case, ir- 
voivmg aeep questions, was at end. The District 
Attorney could easily aispose of it by doing now 
that which he certainly would do aereaiter—consent- 
ing that the libels be dismissed. Taat relieved tee 
Court from all einoarrassinent suggested. Tne Dis- 
trict Attorney coasenica to the discharge of the ves- 
sels on tne grouud thj.t tlie foundation upon wtuctt 
tiie government reatea h«a disappeared 


The District Attorney saw irom tne deDatchea 
\rhicn ha received he -was miormed that tue 
government did not mtCBu further to prosecute 
War no longer existed between Spain, and Peru aud 
Jt -was because of tnat war that the libels were 
orlclnally filed. If the Court were now sitting in 
sdmirallty he would state that the government had 
no cause of actioii lor tae libel and under me advices 
would not attempt to sustain it. 


Judge Watchtord, after some further discussion, 
made the following order:—Tne United States or 
America vs. a certain gnnboat now lying at pier So.

York Hotel Dr. Shine denies that he held an inquest 
on tne oody, ana says he only took the testimony to 
which the witnesses yesterday made oath before 
Coroner Flynn. 


D. M. Hildretu, one of the proprietors of the hotel, 


deposed that prisoner had been drinking to excess 
for four or five weeks past, but more particularly so 
for the last four days; deceased and his sister pur- 
posed leaving lor Arkansas on Thursday morning, 
had purchased Tickets, and had their baggage all 
packed early lor a start: subsequently the witness 
heard ttiat King Bad shot Himself, and on troins to 
tBe room lountl mm dead. 


Ed.ward Darke, an officer attached to the Sew 


York Hotel, depo=ea that on Taursday eveuias be 
heard a scream apparently coming from one of'the 
rooms up suiirs, when Be rusued to the room 
occupied by deceased; King's sister was outside 
ths door crying out—".My brouier, my brother;" 
sue t'arew a revolver outside tue door; ongoing 
in to tne loom the witness found deceased lying 
ac-oss the bed dead, He having shot himself through 
the lieiul. 
Dr. Slune examined tlie body and found a pistol 
shot wound ol the Head entering at the right temple 
close to ttie eye; tue ball passed turouiru the brain, 
shattering tiie skull; the ball was found lying 
beuealli tne birin ou tlie opposite side of tne heart. 
Tlie case was the:; submitted to the jury, who 


rendered the VMomag vermct:— 
"Time John King, tao Qcccuscd, came to Ills death 


from a inszyl .-am wound of tBe bead, suiadally 
nu-icted ou tbe flth day of December, 1S09, at the 
New York Hotel, while laboring under temporary 
nsanity." 
To the abore verdict the jury subscribed their

Plrraoutn cliurch, Brooklyn. The ordinary service, 
including the "Lecture Room TalK," was conducted 
and given by tUe Rev, Henry Ward needier. In an- 
nouncing at its close that it was the nigut for tbe 
annual meeting-of the members Mr. Beecher took 
occasion to speak of tlie prosperous condition of 
Plymouth cbarch and that that night "found both. 
3>eople and pastor on a higher spiritual plane." 


TJpon this a gentleman connected with the church 


.got up and said thatlt was hut proper and jasc that 
« public matter in which their pastor had been 
recently prominently connected should receive 
•weutien at once, in order that the church should 
occupy no longer the half-hearted and 
un- 


certain position assigned to it almost unanimously 
i>y the public in regard to the Kichardson trage&y. 
He believed that when the facts were thoroughly 
Known Mr. Beecher-would be justified by the public

•certain matters In. connection with tills affair, he 
•was inclined to think that Mr. Baecher hatl acted as

A gentleman here Interposed and said that Mrs. 
Oalhoun's late husoatid was a deputy collector and 
a man of creat respectability. 
Mr. Beecher resumed—Mrs. Calhoun showed him 
anote from-Mr. Greeley which commended ner to 
Mr. Beecher "but did not ast him (ilr. Beecher) to 
perform tue marriage. 
In-conversation she said 
that she had Known Mrs*. McFanatid and believed 
lier to be a woman of respectability, and that the 
divorce from her husband was a legal one. She a!so 
.Knew nothing that would hinder a proper rfiarnafre- 
Jlr. Beecher went on to eay that he had not neard of 
the nrst shooting by Mr. McFarland of Uichardson. 
Men occupied as he was occupied and absorbed in 
liis ministerial and literary worK had not time for 
extensive reading of newspapers, and therefora it 
•was not surprising that he should be ignorant of 
that which was now a matter of history. The first 
time that he remembered hearing anytliing about 
Mr. Richardson and Mrs. McFarland was when he

Henry Camp, the leader of Ihe choir, tiiat liati 
passed Decween Mrs. McFariana ana Richardson.

Beecher, oecause he lelt very strongly against Rich- 
ardson's conduct towards Mrs. McFarland, and 
thought Mr. Beecher would not have written so 
coiuu.enaa.torv a note about Richardson's boot did 
he know his character as well as Mr. Camp seemed 
to enow it. That book— "Beyond tho Mississippi"'— 
.had delighted him, and of his own Iree will he had 
written tne letter to Jar. Kichardson about that boos 
•tvhicii had been published, but not until Mr- Ricii- 
ardsoo. had written to him and asked his permission. 
That permission he promptly and. caeenully gave. 
Hr. Richardson he haa never Been nnul Uie nignt or 
that marriage. 
On tlutt evening he had been spending two or 
three hours with Father llyacinttie at Mr. Krottiintr- 
21am's house, and while there he was culled to tue 
Astor House. 
There he lound a corridor lull of 
mends andaweepina group around the bed. The 
anrgeons told him that Mr. Richardson was nmier 
tne influence of opiates, and triat after their en'ect 
was over 
he 
would 
gradually 
sink 
anil 
die. 
Mr. Frothinghani, at 
whose church 
Mr- Richardson was an occasional 
attendant 
and went 
there 
whenever he vras m tlie 
city, was present. Mr. 
Froth/ngviarn 
ottered 
tue prayer, and he (Mr. needier) performed the 
ceremony, aud in doing so Biinplj' acted as a magis- 
trate—not In tae Eemi-orthodox fasaiou of a magis- 
trate and minister merged into one olllce. "When 
two parties came to him for marriage he could not 
Bunimon witnesses, he could not act as judge, but 
simply confine himself to that which was purely 
magisterial. At the time of the marriage at tlie 
.asior 
House he did 
not 
understand that 
the 
laws of i\ew YorK declared 
null and 
void a divorce obtained in Indiana. 
Had 
lie known that Klchardaon had acted as a serpent— 
iiad stolen away the affections and partner in life of 
iir. McFariand, he would sooner have cut oif his 
r:ght hand a hundred tunes than have performed the 
ceremony. Once a couple had come to his house to 
fcc married, and he was about to unite tnem in the 
marriage bonds, when a police officer came m and 
told him that he was about to marry the young lady 
to a notoiious ooender, and thought it was pro- 
bable that s!ie had been beguiled from her 
home in Philadelphia. The officer thought she 
ought to be made aware of the fact. Mr. Beecher 
told her what the officer had said and she replied, 
-well I guessIfcnow what I want." (Great laugh- 
ter.) 
Mr. Beecher said he Supposed s!ie did, and, 
' tnerefoie, he married them. (At this Mr. Beeciier 
inquired whether fourteen and twelve are not the 
ages at which persons could be legally-married, 
dud their several responses were in the affirmative). 
He then said U' the parties were of a legal age for 
marriage and presented themselves before him and 
req.uired him to marry them, his duty in tnat regard 
was simply a magisterial one, and ne waa bound 
to Inlniit. He had looked turouirritne civil cotle 
ol the state, and he had been unable to discover any 
definition of the duties of a minister la respect to 
marnace. It seemed to him that there was no de- 
fined Jaw about it in the revised code. Alter the 
marriage and before the funeral of Mr. Eichardsou 
be had 
asked a responsible party as to

Mr. Beecher saia that lie 
lelt he was an honest maa. There was another 
motive that actuated Mm m this affair wliich ne 
would just put beiore them. When he came to be 
the pastor, of Plymouth cnureh it was not for the 
purpose of sell'-seekmg or for obtaining popu- 
larity. When he came there he was "ankle 
deep," he was "knee deep." he was "thigh 
deep," he was "shoulder deep." ana he was over 
tne head in the slavery question. Then, waen he 
thought the time was reached, he wrote his Cleve- 
land leiter. He was not sorry for the writing of 
that letter at tne lime; neither was he sorry now. 
According to the present style of judging him by 
public writers he li?d on.lv made four or live mia- 
tates in his life. He was one of those men who 
•when a cause uppealed to his sympathy and to his 
lieart he was drawn almost Imsistibly to it. From 
the verv manner in wmch Mr. Calboun presented 
the matter to him it seemed to Inai that 
lie was needed to derend tae cause of the weak 
ugaiust the strong. Tiiere was something to be 
uone that risKfO a great amount of unpopularity, 


• And tout required that some one strong enough 
to bear,, it should throw himself into the breach. 
Suca a cause, such an appeal and such a state of 
circumstances raised within him all that appeals to 
that whica is cjmba'ive and tender wltmn him. 
Jiis idea of a nnu;ster was not a man who 
never had a spos on liis collar, & spot on 
liis culls or upon his bosom. He expected 
to come out of this Hgnt muddy and spotted. He 
thought he had a heart like his great .Master, and 
jeelmg like that he hart not felt guuty m what he 
had done. Knowing what lie Had done the question 
lie now asked Himself was, wouw ne do it again ? in 
answer to taat, as toe Dutchman once said, "If my 
foresight was as good as my iuadsignt I should do a 
great many things better than I uo.» Mr. Beecher 
then salu he did not wish aif churca to apologize 
for their pastor as having doi.ea VSTOEK mmg. if 
they am not agree with him in this matter let them 
rise and say so. 
Mr. Beecher then sat doivE, after which there 
were general expressions of sorrow and regret verj 
Jcindiyaod gently put beiore tn& audience Dy promi 
neni members of the church mat Mr. Beecher hai 
K 


aced himself in the false position he had. Ami 
all, however, were seemed to oe a general leeun 
and expression of forgiveness. 
Mr. Beecner again rose and said that He wa 
fible to stand up for him: elf 
if there was

Biraaeir more than he had already done. Symptom 
»f impatience began to develop themselves on th 
pan of the audience, amid wlncn the aunouncemen 
irus made that tne annual business meeting woul 
lake place at uie conclusion or the service.

The atmosphere of the Xorth and East rivers, and 


the ,bay was yesterday filled with the densest fog 
that has prevailed in the waters of the harbor for 
many years. Great inconvenience and risk were 
ncurred in tbe navigation of vessels. The mist 
settled during the night and continued during nearly 
the whole day, and many accidents were avoided 
only by a hair'soreadth. As It was a number of colli- 
sions occurred, and had not great caution and the* 
use of fog signals been resorted to much damage 
would have resulted. 


At live o'clock yesterday morning the barge 


Artisan, in tow of the steam propeller Martha 
Stevens, Captain L,. Chance, of the New York and 
Baltimore Transportation Company's Ime, was suns 
while lying at anchor off TottenviHe, S. I., by the 
General McCullom, Captain Duruam, a freight 
steamer of the Camden ana Amboy Railroad line. 
The barge was struck on the starboard side, abreast 
ol the DUot uuuiit;, and auufc m the incrciliblv shore 
space of five miuutes, TUc dense fo.z wiubu pre- 
vailed at the tmio prevented tlie men on the steamer 
discovering tue proxlmny of the barge until too late 
to avert tlOs disaster. 
The McCulioin, a new iron freight steamer, just 


put on the line, was uninjured; and tliu captain, 
alter having' with great presence of mind toweu the 
wreck across the Kill von Kull to tlie flats auove 
Perm Ainboy, proceeded with hl-j vessel to this city.

The Stevens remains with her tow, and the cap- 


tain has run out lines from the shore to the wreck to 
keep her from turning over oa her beam ends.

There were five men on board the barge at the 
me of the collision, and the sudden sinking of the 
barge made their position very hazardous, i'hey all 
escaped, but minus their personal effects, three leap- 
ng on board the btevens and the remaiumi two 
being rescued after considerable effort oy the crew 
of the itcCuiiorn.

Captain facott 
not being able to get the Truxtou alongside 
of the ferryboat, sprang into a small boat, 
and made his way throusu the cabin windows of 
the Manhasset, arriving in the engine room 
iust as the 
bow of the tug 
was being 
sxtricatcd from the ferry boat. AS the bow was 
withdrawn the water at once began to now in the 
aperture with great force and in suca quantities that 
,he boat would have gone down in a lew mmntes, 
had not Captain Scott, who is a very large man, 
weighing aboac 2SO pounds, placed his body in the 
hole made by tbe tug and, calling for blankets and 
clothing, succeeded la keeping "out the rush suffi- 
ciently until tne boat was got into the slip ana 
afterwards plaased up the break so that the pumps 
of tae ferrvboai Eept her comparatively free uatil 
she was placed oa the dry dock foot of Pike street, 
whereshe now is.

FIRE IN FJUKGUK 


TJio St. Nicboloa Hotel LiivBilry, Stables anil 


'Oas Jloiwo Horned— tioss About §50>fll'8— 
Two Persons BmUy Burned. 
llercor street, which in tlio past haa suffered se- 


verely from tho lire (lend, was yesterday subjected 
to a disastrous visitation, that raged for hours, and 
for a time threatened to reap ajswath of flame 
through to Oreeue street. About ten minutes before 
three o'clock, while a wornman, named Porter, in 
the gas house of the St. Nicholas Hotel, situatod m 
the rear of the St. Nicholas stables, Nos. f>" and 59 
Mercer street, was pumping; some crude oil i«to the 
boiler, a slight explosion took place and fiatucb burst 
forth immediately. 


The alarm bells were promptly rung, but ere t!io 


steamers arrived a number of policemen of the pre- 
cinct, citizens of the neighborhood and male and 
female employes of the St. Nicholas, opposite, col- 
ected in front of the structure. For a few mo- 
ments the wildest excitement took possessiou of the 
servants, nearly two hundred of whom had tneir 
entire worldly possessions exposed to the lire should 
.t reach the Doors above the stable and tue flve 
story brick structure adjoining (Nos. 61 and 631 which 
is used as a laundry for the hotel on the three lower 
Boors and sleeping rooms above. A rush was maiie 
bv them tor their sleeping apartments, and for a 
snort time the stairs were jammeu by a panic 
stricken crowd. The officer), however, succeeded

By this time the names had run up 


from tlie gasworks to the rear lioor of both build- 
ings, and when the Fire Department got on streams 
tbe consuming e ement had stretched out us arms 
to the tellar under the stable as well, and was 
eagerly lapping up everything of a combustible 
character. The stables, wmch are very extensive, 
arc owned and occupied by Chester Lamb, and 
when the fire was first discovered were filled hi 
horses and carnages. The energetic labors of em- 
pioyus, citizens and the insurance patrol rescued all 
ihe 
horses and 
vehicles, with the exception 


of three or four coaches and sleighs. 


At ten minutes alter three the fire communicated 


wita an immense tank used lor the supply of ga» 
to tue hotel, and an explosion, followed. 
The hose- 


rneu, who were gallantly battling the enemy, were 
driven out through the large front doors, followed 
by a uense volume of led name and smose tnat re- 
caUea to the minus of tne spectators iliiton's de- 
scription 01 hell. 
Additional streams were intro- 
duced, ladders thrown, tne upper stories entered, 
and for two or three hours Crocon ana nre met in 
desperate embrace, aud the latter promised to be 
victorious. 
Additional steamers were summoned, 
streams introduced irom the Greene street side, anu 
by haii-past hve o'clock tae fire, exhausted, i itlded 
up tne victory. 


The damage was very large. Kos. 57 and 58 were 


occupied, as already stated, by Mr. Lamb as stables 
in tue basement and first floor. In tne rear 01 the 
main stable was a smaller one, occupied aa a stor- 
age lor vehicles and feed. This was oadl? damaged. 
The gas machinery was situated between these sta- 
bles, and the tank nestled close up to the soutu wall 
of tlie laundry, which will account for tue rapidity 
with which the fire reached the iatier Duilding. Mr.

The second and 
tnird floors of Kos. 57 and 59 were occupied 
by the i:iaie Help of the hotel, whose loss cannot be 
estimated, probably $3,000. Mr. Lamb's loss on the 
building will be S^,OUO. The laundry building was 
occupied in the two upper stories by the letnaie 
help, who lost every thiug except in isolated cases. 
Tbe proprietors of the St. Nicholas Hotel estimate 
tueir loss on SIOCK in the laundry at $25.uOj to 
£30,000. Much of it was the liueu of the guects, who 
must suffer serious inconvenience from thu ueatruc- 
tiou of their goods. The building, which is almost 
gutted of its concents, is damaged about £7,ouo to 
Sio.euo. The insurance, which is unuerstooil to be 
ample to cover me loss, could not be ascertained. 


Serious inconvenience was experienced by tlie ho- 


tel proprietors by the cutting oil' ol the suoply of 
gas, and when rmrht dropped m I o pay Its accus- 
tomed diurnal visit'the hotel was in utter darkness. 
The connection with the city gas pipes could be 
easily made, but it was deemed uuadvisable to turn 
it on, lest it should Iced the flame, and hundreds of 
candles were brought out Irom uark closets, bottles 
secured lor canuiesticks, aud so the gue?ts partook 
of their evening repasc. Later in the evening, when 
the lire h;td been completely extinguished, tue city 
gas was turned on. and the saloons, lialis, corridors 
and parlors ol the St. Nicholas threw oil iheir cloudd 
of niourmug and sparkled in their accustomed 
radiance. 
'Ihe most unfortunate of tlie sufferers are the poor 


servants, between ooo and 4tiu of wiiom have been 
deprived of all their clothing excepting mat cover- 
ing tnoir persons.

On tatmg the ctuir Mr. Osteroburg, m a lengthy 


oration, explameu the object ol tiio meeting. He 
gave a cletaiiea account of the trim ori>r. ticnoeppe, 
spoke eloquently o: the discrepancies of the evidence, 
how it was impossible for some of the most sci&nu- 
lic men of the country to arrive at tue same con- 
clusion with the jury which tried him; that although 
the man was condemned to be hanged, science is 
yet in doubt aoout his guilt. A chemist in Balti- 
more gave evidence against him; but other pro- 
fessional men of larger influence and better known 
in the country would testily to the probability of 
Schoeppe's luaoccnce. 
When tbe cnairman concluded his address Mr- 
Albert Elammrotn, one of the secretaries, read a 
letter from Rev. Dr. Schmidt, of Carlisle, Pa., ana 
which has already been pubibnsa. He was follow ed 
by Ur. E. llerzberg, whose speech was quite elabo- 
rate and more of tlie forensic-medico character. He 
was oltea interrupted by loud applause, ana when 
he gave way to Dr. Doreaius. the latter gentleman 
was received wita immense cheers. 
Dr. Doremus said that hu was sorry tnat there 
were no such provisions in American colleges as 
may be found in German laboratories, where the 
professor has not only ms private chemical studies, 
but has also opportunities lor (esocoiogical investi-. 
gallons, with all the vessels neat and clean and 
every re-agent chemically pure, waere everything is 
kept under IOCK and seal, aud where the chemist can 
testify to what he Knows, ana not to wnat he merely 
believes. The learned gentleman then, spoke of a 
case where he got a stomach; he placed it m dis- 
tilled water, and the addition of sulphuric acid-, with 
heat applied, -gave a liquid wliich, distilled over, 
gave the reactions for prusslc acid. As a second 
proof he placed some saliva in a retort, added dis- 
tilled water and sulphuric acifl, and received the 
same results. He showed a vial containing the dis- 
tillate to which sesijui-chlonde of iron was added, 
and even at a distance one might see the red color, 
produced By the sulpho-cyaniae of iron, which was 
the great test relied on by the Baltimore chemist 
in this case.

The Richardson and MeFarland Drama 


from the Standpoint of Plymouth 


Pulpit-Mr. Beeelier's Explana- 


tion Delircrcd at the ChurcU 


lecture Koom Last HigM. 


Tne vrec&ly evening lecture was ncld last night at 


Plrraoutn cliurch, Brooklyn. The ordinary service, 
including the "Lecture Room TalK," was conducted 
and given by tUe Rev, Henry Ward needier. In an- 
nouncing at its close that it was the nigut for tbe 
annual meeting-of the members Mr. Beecher took 
occasion to speak of tlie prosperous condition of 
Plymouth cbarch and that that night "found both. 
3>eople and pastor on a higher spiritual plane." 


TJpon this a gentleman connected with the church 


.got up and said thatlt was hut proper and jasc that 
« public matter in which their pastor had been 
recently prominently connected should receive 
•weutien at once, in order that the church should 
occupy no longer the half-hearted and 
un- 


certain position assigned to it almost unanimously 
i>y the public in regard to the Kichardson trage&y. 
He believed that when the facts were thoroughly 
Known Mr. Beecher-would be justified by the public 
In his action. Considering tne limliea information 
3ie Bad received, and also his want of Knowledge in 
•certain matters In. connection with tills affair, he 
•was inclined to think that Mr. Baecher hatl acted as 
le might nave been expected to act under cireum- 
•Etances that reqaued a charitable and merciful con- 
sideration. 


Dpon this gentleman taxing his seat other persons 


got; up in succession and expressed similar sent.- 
•ments. There were however a few dissentients who 
gpofie out ana said that Mr. Beecher haa made a 
mistake, and thai the reputation of the" cliurch, 
they were afraid, had permanently suffered. There 
•was a little light Btirmishing on both sides, which

There was a crowded congelation for 
the lecture hall was well ailed, and there was an au- 
oibie hush or expectation. 
Mr. Beecber said he was waited upon by Mrs Cal- 
boun. who was a gifted and eloquent writer f os the 


A gentleman here Interposed and said that Mrs. 
Oalhoun's late husoatid was a deputy collector and 
a man of creat respectability. 
Mr. Beecher resumed—Mrs. Calhoun showed him 
anote from-Mr. Greeley which commended ner to 
Mr. Beecher "but did not ast him (ilr. Beecher) to 
perform tue marriage. 
In-conversation she said 
that she had Known Mrs*. McFanatid and believed 
lier to be a woman of respectability, and that the 
divorce from her husband was a legal one. She a!so 
.Knew nothing that would hinder a proper rfiarnafre- 
Jlr. Beecher went on to eay that he had not neard of 
the nrst shooting by Mr. McFarland of Uichardson. 
Men occupied as he was occupied and absorbed in 
liis ministerial and literary worK had not time for 
extensive reading of newspapers, and therefora it 
•was not surprising that he should be ignorant of 
that which was now a matter of history. The first 
time that he remembered hearing anytliing about 
Mr. Richardson and Mrs. McFarland was when he 
•was shown a letter a long time asro by Mr. 
Henry Camp, the leader of Ihe choir, tiiat liati 
passed Decween Mrs. McFariana ana Richardson. 
He saw at a glance it was a love letter, and he» did 
that wh;ch he should <3o II there were a million such 
letters before him and no hum^n eye to see him— 
put it away and not read it. Mr. Camp had, how- 
ever, properly thought it his duty to show it to Mr. 
Beecher, oecause he lelt very strongly against Rich- 
ardson's conduct towards Mrs. McFarland, and 
thought Mr. Beecher would not have written so 
coiuu.enaa.torv a note about Richardson's boot did 
he know his character as well as Mr. Camp seemed 
to enow it. That book— "Beyond tho Mississippi"'— 
.had delighted him, and of his own Iree will he had 
written tne letter to Jar. Kichardson about that boos 
•tvhicii had been published, but not until Mr- Ricii- 
ardsoo. had written to him and asked his permission. 
That permission he promptly and. caeenully gave. 
Hr. Richardson he haa never Been, nnul Uie nignt or 
that marriage. 
On tlutt evening he had been spending two or 
three hours with Father llyacinttie at Mr. Krottiintr- 
21am's house, and while there he was culled to tue 
Astor House. 
There he lound a corridor lull of 
mends andaweepina group around the bed. The 
anrgeons told him that Mr. Richardson was nmier 
tne influence of opiates, and triat after their eilect 
was over 
he 
would 
gradually 
sink 
anil 
die. 
Mr. Frothinghani, at 
whose church 
Mr- Richardson was an occasional 
attendant 
and went 
there 
whenever he vras m tlie 
city, was present. Mr. 
Froth/ngviarn 
ottered 
tue prayer, and he (Mr. needier) performed the 
ceremony, aud in doing so Biinplj' acted as a magis- 
trate—not In tae Eemi-orthodox fasaiou of a magis- 
trate and minister merged into one olllce. "When 
two parties came to him for marriage he could not 
Bunimon witnesses, he could not act as judge, but 
simply confine himself to that which was purely 
magisterial. At the time of the marriage at tlie 
.asior 
House he did 
not 
understand that 
the 
laws of i\ew YorK declared 
null and 
void a divorce obtained in Indiana. 
Had 
lie known that Klchardaon had acted as a serpent— 
iiad stolen away the affections and partner in life of 
iir. McFariand, he would sooner have cut oif his 
r:ght hand a hundred tunes than have performed the 
ceremony. Once a couple had come to his house to 
fcc married, and he was about to unite tnem in the 
marriage bonds, when a police officer came m and 
told him that he was about to marry the young lady 
to a notoiious ooender, and thought it was pro- 
bable that s!ie had been beguiled from her 
home in Philadelphia. The officer thought she 
ought to be made aware of the fact. Mr. Beecher 
told her what the officer had said and she replied, 
-well I guessIfcnow what I want." (Great laugh- 
ter.) 
Mr. Beecher said he Supposed s!ie did, and, 
' tnerefoie, he married them. (At this Mr. Beeciier 
inquired whether fourteen and twelve are not the 
ages at which persons could be legally-married, 
dud their several responses were in the affirmative). 
He then said U' the parties were of a legal age for 
marriage and presented themselves before him and 
req.uired him to marry them, his duty in tnat regard 
was simply a magisterial one, and ne waa bound 
to Inlniit. He had looked turouirritne civil cotle 
ol the state, and he had been unable to discover any 
definition of the duties of a minister la respect to 
marnace. It seemed to him that there was no de- 
fined Jaw about it in the revised code. Alter the 
marriage and before the funeral of Mr. Eichardsou 
be had 
asked a responsible party as to

legality 
of 
the 
divorce, 
and 
it was 
stated to him that the divorce 
was quite 
correct. He inquired also of anotnerperson whether 
lue divorce had been obtained on more than legal 
grounds, ana it was stated in reply that It was 
granted, not only upon legal, but also upon moral 
grounds. The question haa been esKed during tins 
discussion whv Mrs. McFarland had not sought tne 
flivoice from her Eusbanu in the State of New YorK. 
He had been told in reply to this that Mrs. McFar- 
land had resided la .Indiana eighteen months 
and that she iiad gone there to seek the divorce to 
save her chiiarea Irom the stem and annoyance 
which the seeking of that divorce m that State 
would bring upon tnem. Mr. Beecher saia that lie 
lelt he was an honest maa. There was another 
motive that actuated Mm m this affair wliich ne 
would just put beiore them.

Then, waen he 
thought the time was reached, he wrote his Cleve- 
land leiter. He was not sorry for the writing of 
that letter at tne lime; neither was he sorry now. 
According to the present style of judging him by 
public writers he li?d on.lv made four or live mia- 
tates in his life. He was one of those men who 
•when a cause uppealed to his sympathy and to his 
lieart he was drawn almost Imsistibly to it. From 
the verv manner in wmch Mr. Calboun presented 
the matter to him it seemed to Inai that 
lie was needed to derend tae cause of the weak 
ugaiust the strong. Tiiere was something to be 
uone that risKfO a great amount of unpopularity, 


• And tout required that some one strong enough 
to bear,, it should throw himself into the breach. 
Suca a cause, such an appeal and such a state of 
circumstances raised within him all that appeals to 
that whica is cjmba'ive and tender wltmn him. 
Jiis idea of a nnu;ster was not a man who 
never had a spos on liis collar, & spot on 
liis culls or upon his bosom. He expected 
to come out of this Hgnt muddy and spotted. He 
thought he had a heart like his great .Master, and 
jeelmg like that he hart not felt guuty m what he 
had done. Knowing what lie Had done the question 
lie now asked Himself was, wouw ne do it again ? in 
answer to taat, as the Dutchman once said, "If my 
foresight was as good as my iuadsignt I should do a 
great many things better than I uo.» Mr. Beecher 
then salu he did not wish aif churca to apologize 
for their pastor as having doi.ea VSTOEK mmg. if 
they am not agree with him in this matter let them 
rise and say so. 
Mr. Beecher then sat doivE, after which there 
were general expressions of sorrow and regret verj 
Jcindiyaod gently put beiore tn& audience Dy promi 
neni members of the caurcn mat Mr. Beecher hai

aced himself in the false position he had. Ami 
all, however, were seemed to oe a general leeun 
and expression of forgiveness. 
Mr. Beecner again rose and said that He wa 
fible to stand up for him: elf 
if there was 
toy occasion lor him tot come out and declar 
Biraaeir more than he had already done. Symptom 
»f impatience began to develop themselves on th 
pan of the audience, amid wlncn the aunouncemen 
irus made that tne annual business meeting woul 
lake place at uie conclusion or the service.

Some time aso, perhaps two years 
since, the ex-Consul purchased a handsome resi- 
dence on the corner of High and BleecKer streets, 
,he <z««r£ft-r fashionable 'of Newark, N. J., aua 
here, fora while, resided, with his charming wife, 
jhe highly accomplished daughter of a St. Louis 
merchant of wealth. That they lived In elegant style 
many of the Kewark 6<ra (on will bear witness to. 
[t appears, however, that the Seoor had a pencTmnt 
or frequent changes, lor within a short while ho 
migrated from Kewark to Orange, Worn Orange 
to 
New York, 
and 
then again 
back 
to 
Newark. During his peregrinations, as it is alleged, 
he contrived to make a favorable impression with 
sundry and divers dealers m furniture, hardware, 
clOtbm" trunks &c., here and in Kewark— chielly 
in the latter place, however. Of Messrs. McDermott 
& Looker, furniture dealers on Broad street, New- 
aric, he obtained furniture to the value of about 
$4, COO. and from Messrs. Keen & Ward, likewise 
leading lurmture dealers of Kewart, mrmture worth 
il,5tt>.

The atmosphere of the Xorth and East rivers, and 


the ,bay was yesterday filled with the densest fog 
that has prevailed in the waters of the harbor for 
many years. Great inconvenience and risk were 
ncurred in tbe navigation of vessels. The mist 
settled during the night and continued during nearly 
the whole day, and many accidents were avoided 
only by a hair'soreadth. As It was a number of colli- 
sions occurred, and had not great caution and the* 
use of fog signals been resorted to much damage 
would have resulted. 


At live o'clock yesterday morning the barge 


Artisan, in tow of the steam propeller Martha 
Stevens, Captain L,. Chance, of the New York and 
Baltimore Transportation Company's Ime, was suns 
while lying at anchor off TottenviHe, S. I., by the 
General McCullom, Captain Duruam, a freight 
steamer of the Camden ana Amboy Railroad line. 
The barge was struck on the starboard side, abreast 
ol the DUot uuuiit;, and auufc m the incrciliblv shore 
space of five miuutes, TUc dense fo.z wiubu pre- 
vailed at the tmio prevented tlie men on the steamer 
discovering tue proxlmny of the barge until too late 
to avert tlOs disaster. 
The McCulioin, a new iron freight steamer, just 


put on the line, was uninjured; and tliu captain, 
alter having' with great presence of mind toweu the 
wreck across the Kill von Kull to tlie flats auove 
Perm Ainboy, proceeded with hl-j vessel to this city.

The Stevens remains with her tow, and the cap- 


tain has run out lines from the shore to the wreck to 
keep her from turning over oa her beam ends. The 
dense log prevented the propeller from going to the 
relief of the Artisan. 
There were five men on board the barge at the 
me of the collision, and the sudden sinking of the 
barge made their position very hazardous, i'hey all 
escaped, but minus their personal effects, three leap- 
ng on board the btevens and the remaiumi two 
being rescued after considerable effort oy the crew 
of the itcCuiiorn.

Thursday of the ferryboat Manhasset and the tue 
Phoenix the steam -wrecking boat Trnxton, Cap- 
tain T. A. Scott, happened to be passing quite 
near the scene ol the accident. 
Captain facott 
not being able to get the Truxtou alongside 
of the ferryboat, sprang into a small boat, 
and made his way throusu the cabin windows of 
the Manhasset, arriving in the engine room 
iust as the 
bow of the tug 
was being 
sxtricatcd from the ferry boat. AS the bow was 
withdrawn the water at once began to now in the 
aperture with great force and in suca quantities that 
,he boat would have gone down in a lew mmntes, 
had not Captain Scott, who is a very large man, 
weighing aboac 2SO pounds, placed his body in the 
hole made by tbe tug and, calling for blankets and 
clothing, succeeded la keeping "out the rush suffi- 
ciently until tne boat was got into the slip ana 
afterwards plaased up the break so that the pumps 
of tae ferrvboai Eept her comparatively free uatil 
she was placed oa the dry dock foot of Pike street, 
whereshe now is.

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FIRE IN FJUKGUK 


TJio St. Nicboloa Hotel LiivBilry, Stables anil 


'Oas Jloiwo Horned— tioss About §50>fll'8— 
Two Persons BmUy Burned. 
llercor street, which in tlio past haa suffered se- 


verely from tho lire (lend, was yesterday subjected 
to a disastrous visitation, that raged for hours, and 
for a time threatened to reap ajswath of flame 
through to Oreeue street. About ten minutes before 
three o'clock, while a wornman, named Porter, in 
the gas house of the St. Nicholas Hotel, situatod m 
the rear of the St. Nicholas stables, Nos. f>" and 59 
Mercer street, was pumping; some crude oil i«to the 
boiler, a slight explosion took place and fiatucb burst 
forth immediately. 


The alarm bells were promptly rung, but ere t!io 


steamers arrived a number of policemen of the pre- 
cinct, citizens of the neighborhood and male and 
female employes of the St. Nicholas, opposite, col- 
ected in front of the structure. For a few mo- 
ments the wildest excitement took possessiou of the 
servants, nearly two hundred of whom had tneir 
entire worldly possessions exposed to the lire should 
.t reach the Doors above the stable and tue flve 
story brick structure adjoining (Nos. 61 and 631 which 
is used as a laundry for the hotel on the three lower 
Boors and sleeping rooms above. A rush was maiie 
bv them tor their sleeping apartments, and for a 
snort time the stairs were jammeu by a panic 
stricken crowd.

ings, and when the Fire Department got on streams 
tbe consuming e ement had stretched out us arms 
to the tellar under the stable as well, and was 
eagerly lapping up everything of a combustible 
character. The stables, wmch are very extensive, 
arc owned and occupied by Chester Lamb, and 
when the fire was first discovered were filled hi 
horses and carnages. The energetic labors of em- 
pioyus, citizens and the insurance patrol rescued all 
ihe 
horses and 
vehicles, with the exception 


of three or four coaches and sleighs. 


At ten minutes alter three the fire communicated 


wita an immense tank used lor the supply of ga» 
to tue hotel, and an explosion, followed. 
The hose- 


rneu, who were gallantly battling the enemy, were 
driven out through the large front doors, followed 
by a uense volume of led name and smose tnat re- 
caUea to the minus of tne spectators iliiton's de- 
scription 01 hell. 
Additional streams were intro- 
duced, ladders thrown, tne upper stories entered, 
and for two or three hours Crocon ana nre met in 
desperate embrace, aud the latter promised to be 
victorious. 
Additional steamers were summoned, 
streams introduced irom the Greene street side, anu 
by haii-past hve o'clock tae fire, exhausted, i itlded 
up tne victory. 


The damage was very large. Kos. 57 and 58 were 


occupied, as already stated, by Mr. Lamb as stables 
in tue basement and first floor. In tne rear 01 the 
main stable was a smaller one, occupied aa a stor- 
age lor vehicles and feed. This was oadl? damaged. 
The gas machinery was situated between these sta- 
bles, and the tank nestled close up to the soutu wall 
of tlie laundry, which will account for tue rapidity 
with which the fire reached the iatier Duilding. Mr.

The second and

occupied in the two upper stories by the letnaie 
help, who lost every thiug except in isolated cases. 
Tbe proprietors of the St. Nicholas Hotel estimate 
tueir loss on SIOCK in the laundry at $25.uOj to 
£30,000. Much of it was the liueu of the guects, who 
must suffer serious inconvenience from thu ueatruc- 
tiou of their goods. The building, which is almost 
gutted of its concents, is damaged about £7,ouo to 
Sio.euo. The insurance, which is unuerstooil to be 
ample to cover me loss, could not be ascertained. 


Serious inconvenience was experienced by tlie ho- 


tel proprietors by the cutting oil' ol the suoply of 
gas, and when rmrht dropped m I o pay Its accus- 
tomed diurnal visit'the hotel was in utter darkness. 
The connection with the city gas pipes could be 
easily made, but it was deemed uuadvisable to turn 
it on, lest it should Iced the flame, and hundreds of 
candles were brought out Irom uark closets, bottles 
secured lor canuiesticks, aud so the gue?ts partook 
of their evening repasc. Later in the evening, when 
the lire h;td been completely extinguished, tue city 
gas was turned on. and the saloons, lialis, corridors 
and parlors ol the St. Nicholas threw oil iheir cloudd 
of niourmug and sparkled in their accustomed 
radiance. 
'Ihe most unfortunate of tlie sufferers are the poor 


servants, between ooo and 4tiu of wiiom have been 
deprived of all their clothing excepting mat cover- 
ing tnoir persons.

On tatmg the ctuir Mr. Osteroburg, m a lengthy 


oration, explameu the object ol tiio meeting. He 
gave a cletaiiea account of the trim ori>r. ticnoeppe, 
spoke eloquently o: the discrepancies of the evidence, 
how it was impossible for some of the most sci&nu- 
lic men of the country to arrive at tue same con- 
clusion with the jury which tried him; that although 
the man was condemned to be hanged, science is 
yet in doubt aoout his guilt. A chemist in Balti- 
more gave evidence against him; but other pro- 
fessional men of larger influence and better known 
in the country would testily to the probability of 
Schoeppe's luaoccnce. 
When tbe cnairman concluded his address Mr- 
Albert Elammrotn, one of the secretaries, read a 
letter from Rev. Dr. Schmidt, of Carlisle, Pa., ana 
which has already been pubibnsa. He was follow ed 
by Ur. E. llerzberg, whose speech was quite elabo- 
rate and more of tlie forensic-medico character. He 
was oltea interrupted by loud applause, ana when 
he gave way to Dr. Doreaius. the latter gentleman 
was received wita immense cheers. 
Dr. Doremus said that hu was sorry tnat there 
were no such provisions in American colleges as 
may be found in German laboratories, where the 
professor has not only ms private chemical studies, 
but has also opportunities lor (esocoiogical investi-. 
gallons, with all the vessels neat and clean and 
every re-agent chemically pure, waere everything is 
kept under IOCK and seal, aud where the chemist can 
testify to what he Knows, ana not to wnat he merely 
believes. The learned gentleman then, spoke of a 
case where he got a stomach; he placed it m dis- 
tilled water, and the addition of sulphuric acid-, with 
heat applied, -gave a liquid wliich, distilled over, 
gave the reactions for prusslc acid. As a second 
proof he placed some saliva in a retort, added dis- 
tilled water and sulphuric acifl, and received the 
same results. He showed a vial containing the dis- 
tillate to which sesijui-chlonde of iron was added, 
and even at a distance one might see the red color, 
produced By the sulpho-cyaniae of iron, which was 
the great test relied on by the Baltimore chemist 
in this case.

red color at once oppeared. There were tnree 
pounds of saliva secreted daily in the human body 
and which finds Its way uatura.hr into tae stomach.

Our Railroads anil TelegrraplM and tie Gov- 


ernment—Tbe Next Great Question. 


General Butler, we think, has made a safe 


prediction in reference to the railroads and 
telegraphs of the United States. We refer to 
his remarks on the subject in the debate in the 
House of Representatives the other day on the 
Census bill—to wit, that "he wanted to kaow 
the statistics of railroad transportation, of the 
express business and of the telegraph business, 
because he looked forward to the lime within 
the next ten years when the country would 
have to grapple with those great interests and 
take control of them." 


Upon this point we have not the shadow of 


a doubt. The country will "haye to grapple 
with those great interests and take control of 
them." Southern reconstruction and the negro 
question in all "its phases are substantially set- 
tled. 
The woman's rights agitation, from 


present appearances, will be limited to our 
fanatical moral and social reformers of the 
Kew England school for many years to come. 
The great money question, in all its divisions 
of debt, bonds, banks, taxation, currency, 
&c., is the great question of the day, upon 
which, however, we apprehend the line of 
discussion and Congressional action till next 
winter has been marked out in the President's 
Message. We are also of the opinion that 
under the practical policy laid down by the 
President there will be no violent perturba- 
tions in our financial system or business affairs 
under Grant's administration; but that, with 
his careful and judicious guidance, the govern- 
ment and the country will work their way 
steadily and without any serious disturbance 
through the wilderness of Arabia and around 
the souUiern end of the Dead Sea to the Pro- 
mised Land of a restoration of specie payments 
and the removal of our heavy burden of taxes 
and debt. The Israelites had all'their fighting 
to do after their escape from the slavery of 
Egypt; we had to do our fighting in making 
our escape-, and in the passage of the Ked Sea 
of our great rebellion; and even now the ad- 
vanced guard of the congregation have entered 
the new inheritance of "equal rights," rich in 
cotton, corn, petroleum, coal, iron, gold and 
silver, and "flowing with milk and honey." 


With this inspiring and glorious prospect on 


the money question, and having substantially 
settled the reconstruction question and the 
negro question, and regarding the woman's 
rights question as only a convenient tub to 
the whale of New England fanaticism for the 
present, what will be the next great question 
awakening a general political agitation ? Some 
sayit will be the " irrepressible conflict" which 
is looming up between capital and labor—that 
the trades unions of the country are drifting to 
a general alliance ag a political party, and that, 
having the votes, they have only to combine in 
order to achieve a greater political revolution 
in behalf of the rights of labor than was ever 
dreamed of by the most radical of modern re- 
formers. But as the formation of such a party 
is necessarily a work of time, its consideration 
may be dismissed for the present, in view of 
the more rapidly approaching and nearer 
issues before us. Conspicuous among these is 
the issue at hand between the railway and 
telegraph corporations on the one side, and 
the people on the other side. 


The Camden and Ainboy Railroad monopoly 


tells an instructive story for New Jersey; the 
Baltimore and Ohio monopoly tells a similar 
story for Maryland and the national capital, 
under which even the Congress of the United 
States for a generation or two has been pay- 
ing a provincial tribute to the Csesar of a 
railway corporation. 
The State of Illinois, 


under a special railway grant of the public 
lands from Congress, has been put under the 
government of the "Illinois Central," which 
can say to the Legislature, "Thus far shalt 
thou go and no farther," and be obeyed. Here 
in New York a patient though sorely per- 
plexed people are anxiously awaiting the 
upshot of the "Erie war," but with some 
expectations that it will end in the complete 
occupation of the State by Cornelius Vander- 
bilt or his successor in office. 
And so we 


have, or are promised, in every State a rail- 
way monopoly which may establish its own 
rules and regulations by buying up or tying 
up courts, Legislatures and political parties. 


So in the Western Union Telegraph Com- 


pany we have the nucleus upon which may be 
established, and which will be unless arrested 
by Congress, a monopoly which over the news- 
paper press of both parties may wield the 
balance of power in onr political elections, 
and over the money market, while enriching 
itself and extending its power in extortionate 
tribute from the press, the government and 
the people. 
We have repeatedly shown the 


admirable workings of the telegraph in Europe 
under government control, in the responsible 
and reliable system, and ia the cheap rates for 
the transmission of despatches thus estab- 
lished. 
We have shown that the telegraph 


properly belongs to the sphere of the Post 
Office Department, and that as an independent 
concern, while it results in offensive er&ctions 


upon tho proas and the general business inter- 
ests of tho country. It Is, IQ reducing tho 
revenues of the General Post Office, steadily 
contributing to swell the expenses of tho 
Treasury and the taxes upon tho people. 


Under the constitution Congress has "tho 


power to establish post offices aad post roads," 
the power to regulate commerce among tho 
States, to lay and collect taxes, and to make 
all laws necessary to carry these powers into 
execution, which amply embrace the power to 
take possession of the whole telegraph system 
of tbe United Stales as properly belonging to 
the Post Office Department, and the power to 
regulate all the railroad lines of the country. 
The necessity for the ex-ercise of these powers 
is already sufficiently apparent for action. Wo 
see that under an overshadowing telegraph 
corporation there can be no such thing in this 
country as freedom of the press. In the matter 
of news it can only be free to the extent to 
which it may be able here and there to act in 
defiance of such telegraph corporation. We 
have seen that a control of tha telegraph is 
necessary to the government not only in war, 
but, touching the operations of Wall street, 
necessary in times of peace. Give a telegraph 
monopoly the chance, and upon the symptoms 
of a financial panic it may swamp the Treasury. 
We see that our State courts and State Legis- 
latures can be bought up or twisted to suit the 
purposes of dominant railway corporations, 
and that tho only remedy lies in Congress. 
Hence we entirely agree with General Butler, 
that the time is near when the country will 
have to grapple with these telegraph and 
railway monopolies, and the sooner the better 
it will be for the country and the Treasury. 


Election Repeaters—What is the Kemedy? 


The extent to which "repeating" was carried 


on in the late charter election is bearing its 
fruit in a quarter hitherto considered inacces- 
sible to influences of this sort Not only was 
repeating resorted to, but the "stuf2ng" and 
' 'counting out" processes were largely indulged 
in, to the serious detriment, not of republican 
adversaries, but of erst democratic friends 
and colaborers ia the old game. This, in 
fact, makes what would bs under .other cir- 
cumstances a trifling matter and of little con- 
sideration one of great consequence. It was 
a game of democratic blnff; and the idea of 
being bluffed and sold, when each party 
thought they had the game in their own hands, 
was too bad. 
There was evidently a screw 


loose somewhere. Either the one side had 
miscalculated its opponent's resources, or had 
not given it credit for being prepared to go in 
for repeaters to the extent of securing a 
victory. The fact is that political strategy was 
never more deftly or successfully practised 
than as between the rival candidates of the 
same organization. 
Shoeing a troop of horse 


with felt, after King Lear's idea, was a blun- 
dering strategy compared with that pursued in 
some of the wards on Tuesday last by the rival 
democratic opponents. 


In one district, the most interesting of all 


the fields of conflict, the repeaters held in 
reserve for one candidate were by a ruse 
brought up to the polls and recorded their 
votes for their employer's opponent. Hero 
was the biter bitten with a vengeance, and 
bitter feud ia tiio conmcqueTicG. 


In the up-town districts the confidence game 


was very successfully practised. In one of the 
districts a defeated candidate asks that his op- 
ponent will be magnanimous enough to inform 
him of the number of votes cast for him that 
were counted ia the interest of his opponent, 
pledging himself to take no action in the mat- 
ter. In another (the new district) the defeated 
candidate for Police Justice protests against 
the action of tho inspectors and canvassers, 
confident that not only has he Buffered a de- 
feat through fraud, but that his supporters, the 
majority of the voters of the district, have 
been grossly cheated of their right of suffrage. 


And so it is throughout all the districts and 


wards of the city. Now, what is the remedy for 
this most outrageous state of affairs? In what 
way can the purity of the ballot box be re- 
stored and the electors of the city assured 
that their votes are honestly counted and ap- 
propriately recorded for the candidates of their 
choice? Only through legislation, not con- 
fined merely to measures passed at Albany, 
but to legislation in Congress—a broad and 
comprehensive scheme of legislation, embrac- 
ing the national points in the question and the 
local ones with regard to the political ma- 
chinery in the city and State. 


This system of fraudulent voting ia increasing 


in our midst. The result, as seen ia the late 
election, is pregnant with warning to the dom- 
inant party itself and to its partisans, and the 
remedy, to be effectual, must strike at the very 
root of the evil. Legislation is the first thing 
necessary, and the citizens, if they value the 
franchise—the right and prerogative of free- 
men—will see to it that when their representa- 
tives meet at Albany this question will be 
taken up and effectually disposed of. 


An Error or Worgs? 


In a recent letter to the London Post Mr. 


Ashbury, an English yachtman, publishes tho 
following as an extract from tuo NEW YORK 
HERALD of July 29, 18C9:— 


It la impossible to hide tho fact that England has 
no yacht thnt coula possibly compete with any hope 
of success against the Dauntless across the Atlan- 
tic, and notwithstanding all the bounce that Is beluj 
bind and written about the Cambria, it is manliest 
to every seaman that in an ocean race she would be 
no match whatever agalust the American yacht. 
Excuses may bo made, but they will be merely ex- 
cuses. 


In the same letter he publishes the follow- 


ing as an extract from the HSUAMJ of the 31st 
of the same month:— 


The challenge of the Dauntless to race the cham- 
pion English yacht, the Cambria, from Conres to 
Now York, on the 1st September next, will oirer a 
lair opportunity ror judgmg whether the pluck or 
the Euafilsh yachtrnen is up to the occasion, or 
whether they are willing to ba left behind lu a manly 
sport in which they have hitherto claimed to be 
leaders. If their courase should fall them now their 
inland matches, channel races and little pleasure 
trips within hailing distance of the shore will seotn 
Use child's play beside the achievements of Ameri- 
can yachts. The fact is the "swells" of tho royal 
yacht clubs of Great Britain must make up their 
inlnds to extend their pleasure excursions to the 
American coast unless they are con lent to bo styled 
.dry water yachtmen lor the rest of their days. 
As Mr. Asubury has been the boldest of British, 
yachttnen on paper, public expectation points to him 
us the fitting pioneer in thase new and more ex- 
tended coniests,iuvlted by American daring. Let us 
hope that the zeal and confidence he expressed a 
few mouths ago will not have abated next Septem- 
ber. 


We are only induced to notice these para- 


graphs frorti tho feeling that justice to ourselves 
demands tho declaration that it is a false 
charge to attribute these paragraphs to us. 
Whether they are frauds, through and through, 
sheer fabrications with a motive, we cannot 
say, but they were not extracted from the 
HEEALD, and not a sentence that resembles 
them, or that could by any ingenuity be 
twisted into such shapes, appears in the papers 
of the dates given. In neither of tha dates 
alleged does the HEEALD discuss the topics they 
touch—they are spurious paragraphs. 
We 


cannot divine what motive Mr. Ashbury could 
have for putting in our mouth words that 
would be in such bad taste, and that might so 
justly be offensive to English yachtmen. 


France—Napoleon and tuo Radicals. 


French politics still command a large amount 


of attention, although it cannot be said that 
the situation is at all well defined. For the 
first time in the history of the second empire 
freedom of speech is enjoyed in the Chambers. 
We cannot say that freedom of speech has 
been absolutely abused as yet, but it is not to 
be denied that liberty has been carried to the 
verge of license. It was the opinion of some 
that the derisive cheers which the allusion to 
Eochefort called forth on the occasion of the 
opening of the Chambers was proof sufficient 
that Koohefort's game was played out. 
On 


that day Eochefort was conspicuous by his 
absence. So far as he himself was concerned 
his absence was a wise and well considered 
stroke of policy. Since the opening day the 
lampooner has been a faithful member and his 
seat has seldom been empty. Nor has he been 
a dumb dog.' True, he has made no great 
effort—and it is perhaps also true that great 
effort is not in Mm—yet he has on several 
occasions opened his month, and if he has not 
done anything nobler he has snarled, and 
snarled to some purpose. If ho goes on as he 
has begun it maybe necessary for the Emperor 
in some way or other to shut him up. It was 
a daring thing to oa.y wlial Tau said, oa Thurs- 
day, that the Emperor gave the signal for the 
members to laugh at him. A little more of 
this and France must decide against M. Eoche- 
fort or against tho Emperor. It will not be 
wonderful if another general election bo soon 
found necessary; and there are many who 
will not feel surprised if the man of the Lan- 
terne finds himself out in tho cold. It is still 
uncertain who is to bo the Emperor's Prime 
Minister. For a time it seemed as if M. Ollivier 
should be the man. It does not appear, how- 
ever, that this most moderate of the oppo- 
sitionists has been at all successful in his 
attempts to organize a ministry. 
M. For- 


cade, the Minister of the Interior, is tho most 
prominent man- of the hour on the Emperor's 
side. It will not bo wonderful if he should 
rise to a higher position. 
Meanwhile the 


situation is one of suspense and uncertainty. 


Conjiross and the Supremo Const. 


Tho fear that the Supreme Court, in pro- 


nouncing as to tho rights of citizens of tho 
United States, may judge that some citizens 
have more rights than it is agrocable to Con- 
gress to acknowledge, and that thereby the 
reconstruction laws may be declared void 
in certain 
points, 
has 
hitherto 
driven 


Congress into some very quear altitudes, but 
into none more ridiculous than the one it 
assumes in tho bill to restrict the appellate 
jurisdiction of the Supreme Court, jusfc reported 
from the Senate Judiciary Committee. 
Tho 


object of this bill is to cover such cases as the 
Yergor case. Chief Justice Chaae, it will bo 
remembered, recently decided that tho Su- 
preme Court must hear the appeal of Yergor, 
who had been tried by a military court in an 
unreconstructed State, and who claimed that 
such a trial was in contravention of his right, 
under tho constitution, to a trial by jury. He 
had been brought before the United States 
District Court on habeas corpus. 
That court 


had judged the military trial valid. Hence 
his appeal to the Supreme bench. It is obvious 
that such a trial would compel the Court to 
determine that great vital point between the 
constitution, which would give this man a trial 
by jury, and a law of Congress which gives 
him a trial only by military commission. 
Congress knows that such a point cannot be 
safely ventured before a non-political body- 
before a body that judges according to the law 
rather than according to certain loose doc- 
trines of necessity. 
It, therefore, now de- 


clares that all such cases are political, and 
utters its declaration to tho judicial power 
not to venture on the ground of politics. 
If 


Congress had contented itself with the passage 
of a law distinctly defining these cases and 
declaring that such appeals should not be heard 
by the Supreme Court it would have done only 
what is unquestionably hi its power; but in 
this warning in regard to politics it will be 
seen that it ventures a great deal more. 


In this section, for instance, it appears to 


be altogether out of its depth :— 


Be it enacted, &c.. That under the constitution the 
judicial power of the Uuited States docs noc em- 
brace political power or (five to the jaUlciul tribnual 
any authority to question the decision of the po- 
litical departments of the government on political 
questions; and it is hereby declared that all courts 
of tne United States In the administration of justice 
shall be bound by the decision ol the political de- 
partments or the government on political tiuestions. 


The constitution says "the judicial power 


shall extend to all cases, in law and equity, 
arising under this constitution and the laws of 
the United Slates." Now, whenever a citizen 
is deprived of his rights by any person assum- 
ing to act under a law of Congress then a 
"case" has arisen that properly and necessa- 
rily brings that law of Congress under the 
review of the courts. 
It is the peculiar dis- 


covery'of republican politicians that certain 
laws of Congress may be called political, in 
contradistinction from other laws, and that iu 
virtue of that name they are exempt from judi- 
cial examination. . While we may admit as an 
abstraction that Congress is the depository of 
political power, we may safely defy any one to 
show how that power has any existence save 
in its application—that is, except as it is 
applied to persons ; and when it is applied to 
persons in such a manner as to oppress them 
and lo infringe their rights then surely we 
have a case that calls for such remedy as the 
courts can give, the metaphysical hairspliltera 
of the Judiciary Committee lo Ihe contrary 
notwithstanding. 


France, Australia ned the Suez Crniol. 
There seems to be no good reason why tho 


opening of the Suez Canal, with all its para- 
mount success, should not bring tho valuable 
trade of Australasia into direct connection with 
France. In olden times, when the products of 
tho far East reached the Mediterranean over- 
land by caravans across tho desert, when the 
Red Sea was the great water connection 
between India and Southern Europe, the cities 
on tho Mediterranean were the recipients of 
tho "wealth of Indus." Bat when navigation 
had taught the British nation to circumnavigate 
the Cape the-trade of the East drifted in that 
direction and England almost monopolized tha 
whole of it. 
The opening of the Suez Canal, 


however, has brought about a change. The 
old cities on the Mediterranean have a new 
life open to them. Tbe fame of Tyre, Sidon 
and Carthage, and the more modern cities of 
Magna Grecia, which were tho glory of that 
day—a fame that Genoa the Superb, and 
Venice of the Doges once shared—may be 
restored lo the still more modern ports of 
Southern France through the medium of tha 
Suez Canal. 
Some 
such 
thoughts 
are 


evidently agitating the French mind just, 
now, when suggestions are made to coalesce 
with the colonial government of Australia ia 
the establishment ot such a route as would 
bring the products of Australia—principally 
wool—to a market in Marseilles. 
It is urged 


that Australian wool and Indian shawls, spices 
and other products of the East which are con- 
sumed in France go direct to London, and that 
French products for the Australian market have 
lo go to the British colony by the same chan- 
nel. The proposition just made is to open a 
direct communication between Australia and 
the_southern ports of France by means of tha 
Suez CanaL 


It may be that the cost of transshipment of 


wool by this route would overbalance Ihe loss 
of time in sending it by the ocean route round 
the Cape; but, after all, that is an,experi- 
ment worth trying. 
There is no doubt that 


the products of India could be received in the 
French markets upon more advantageous 
terms by the Suez Canal than via the Capa 
and London, and might be thus restored to 
the Mediterranean its ancient prestige as the 
maritime highway from the East-to Central 
and Southern Europe. 


THE ANTI-PAPAL CONGEESS AT NAPLES num- 


bers Iwo hundred delegates from Italy and 
twenty from other countries. Garibaldi, Victor 
Hugo and other leading radicals are not 
present, but have sent letters of excuse and 
sympathy. Thus at Rome and at Naples tho 
antagonistic forces of opinion are drawn up ia 
battle array, and stand as it were face to face, 
ready and eager for the impending conflict.

THE EELEASE OF THE SPANISH GUMBO ATS.— 


From the unconditional release of the Spanish 
gunboats yesterday, it appears that the original 
ground for the libel is abandoned, in view of 
the cessation of the war between Spain and 
Peru, and it may also be inferred that the 
administration is not yet prepared to endorse 
Judge Pierrepont's discovery, in connection 
with the alleged object of these gunboats to 
relieve other Spanish vessels blockading Cuba, 
that in our neutrality laws "a people" has the 
same legal status as a "nation." If, however, 
it had been endorsed by the administration 
that discovery might have been the starting 
point of such a new line of American diplo- 
macy as would ultimately lead to radical 
changes of international relations throughout 
the world, 


ConJ—Fair Prospects for the Consumers. 
The statistics of the product and sale of coal 


which we published yesterday bring cheerful 
news to the consumers of that article, which, 
we may add, means the whole community, at 
a time, too, when we ara entering upon a 
winter, which, coming so early upon us as it 
does, promises to be very severs. 
This time 


last year things were comparatively fresh and 
green. The Hudson was not frozen, as it is 
now, 
above Poughkeepsie, and skating rinks 


were only beginning to be thought about, yet 
coal was looming up in price, with a prospect 
of fourteen or fifteen dollars a ton ahead of us. 
This year winter strikes us in the beginning of 
December, with three dreary months still 
before ns, ere the buds and blossoms come. 
But, fortunately for tho poor as well as for those 
whose circumstances compel them to practice 
economy, the coal-dealers appear to have over- 
reached themselves. The rise in coal last 
October stimulated the dealers to put in a 
large stock, expecting a still greater rise. In 
Boston and Philadelphia, as well as in. this 
city, there came a glut in the coal yards. But 
this very avaricious move on the part of the 
traders—like many others where avarice over- 
steps itself—only resulted in bringing down 
the price. The supply just now exceeds the 
demand, and thjit regulates the question of 
cheaper coal. Happily for the public, extor- 
tion now becomes impossible, because compe- 
tition steps in to arrest it. 


The statistics show that coal from tfce Penn- 


sylvania mines can be delivered at Elizabeth- 
port—our entrepot—at an average price of 
three dollars and a quarter per ton of 2,240 
pounds, whether delivered by railroad or canal. 
The freight from that point to this city, we 
need not say, is comparatively trifling, yet the 
dealers even now, with a vast Block on hand, 
demand ten dollars and over per ton for coal 
of only two thousand pounds. Lst no one 
imagine that he ever gets more than two thou- 
sand, and if he gets that much ho is lucky. 
In the face of these facts, then, coal must be 
greatly reduced in price between this and 
spring. The dealers will, of course, endeavor 
lo keep it up by every possible device and 
excuse. The best way to defeat them ia for 
families not to put in any more coal than is 
necessary for immediate wants. Eemember 
that the market is full and that stocks of coal 
must be sold between this time and next 
..April or the coal dealers will suffer terribly, 


and Itussia. 


By cable despatch we are informed that the 


Czar of all the Eussias has conferred Ihe 
Grand Cross of Ihe Order of St. George upon 
the King of Prussia, "as a proof of Ihe cordial 
relations existing between the two countries." 
This is a proof of the unmistakable policy that 
must be followed by these two great Powers in 
order to confront any political combinations 
that may transpire in Southern or Western 
Europe, especially in reference to France. 
Reports have been circulated respecting tho 
complicity of Bussia and Prussia in the recent 
insurrection in Dalmatia, but in lurn have 
been promptly and officially contradicted. Tho 
sentiments known to exist between Eussia and 
Turkey on the one side, and the jealousy that 
but recently gave rise to some difference 
between the Cabinets of Prussia and Austria 
on the other, were well calculated to foster tho 
supposition that indirect means might have 
been employed by which to annoy their respec- 
tive adversaries. 
Such would naturally result 


by fomenting the insurrection in Dalmatia, and 
therefore to a certain extent warranted the 
supposition. In reference to graver matters, 
however, the two great nations of Eussia and 
Prussia know that they must go together ia 
order to combat alliances that may be closed 
by any of the other great Powers of Europe; 
and although political matters may wear a 
peaceful outward aspect for the moment there 
is no telling how soon the clouds of war may 
gather on the horizon.

suggests the names of two eminent New York 
lawyers, whom it invites to state the facts and 
the law in relation to tho Alabama claims. 
Us sudden, if lardy, desire for informalion is 
commendable. But it only needs to consult 
the files of the NEW YOEK HEEALD in order to 
learn both the facts and tho law.

Our Railroads anil TelegrraplM and tie Gov- 


ernment—Tbe Next Great Question. 


General Butler, we think, has made a safe 


prediction in reference to the railroads and 
telegraphs of the United States. We refer to 
his remarks on the subject in the debate in the 
House of Representatives the other day on the 
Census bill—to wit, that "he wanted to kaow 
the statistics of railroad transportation, of the 
express business and of the telegraph business, 
because he looked forward to the lime within 
the next ten years when the country would 
have to grapple with those great interests and 
take control of them." 


Upon this point we have not the shadow of 


a doubt. The country will "haye to grapple 
with those great interests and take control of 
them." Southern reconstruction and the negro 
question in all "its phases are substantially set- 
tled. 
The woman's rights agitation, from 


present appearances, will be limited to our 
fanatical moral and social reformers of the 
Kew England school for many years to come. 
The great money question, in all its divisions 
of debt, bonds, banks, taxation, currency, 
&c., is the great question of the day, upon 
which, however, we apprehend the line of 
discussion and Congressional action till next 
winter has been marked out in the President's 
Message. We are also of the opinion that 
under the practical policy laid down by the 
President there will be no violent perturba- 
tions in our financial system or business affairs 
under Grant's administration; but that, with 
his careful and judicious guidance, the govern- 
ment and the country will work their way 
steadily and without any serious disturbance 
through the wilderness of Arabia and around 
the souUiern end of the Dead Sea to the Pro- 
mised Land of a restoration of specie payments 
and the removal of our heavy burden of taxes 
and debt. The Israelites had all'their fighting 
to do after their escape from the slavery of 
Egypt; we had to do our fighting in making 
our escape-, and in the passage of the Ked Sea 
of our great rebellion; and even now the ad- 
vanced guard of the congregation have entered 
the new inheritance of "equal rights," rich in 
cotton, corn, petroleum, coal, iron, gold and 
silver, and "flowing with milk and honey." 


With this inspiring and glorious prospect on 


the money question, and having substantially 
settled the reconstruction question and the 
negro question, and regarding the woman's 
rights question as only a convenient tub to 
the whale of New England fanaticism for the 
present, what will be the next great question 
awakening a general political agitation ? Some 
sayit will be the " irrepressible conflict" which 
is looming up between capital and labor—that 
the trades unions of the country are drifting to 
a general alliance ag a political party, and that, 
having the votes, they have only to combine in 
order to achieve a greater political revolution 
in behalf of the rights of labor than was ever 
dreamed of by the most radical of modern re- 
formers. But as the formation of such a party 
is necessarily a work of time, its consideration 
may be dismissed for the present, in view of 
the more rapidly approaching and nearer 
issues before us. Conspicuous among these is 
the issue at hand between the railway and 
telegraph corporations on the one side, and 
the people on the other side. 


The Camden and Ainboy Railroad monopoly 


tells an instructive story for New Jersey; the 
Baltimore and Ohio monopoly tells a similar 
story for Maryland and the national capital, 
under which even the Congress of the United 
States for a generation or two has been pay- 
ing a provincial tribute to the Csesar of a 
railway corporation. 
The State of Illinois, 


under a special railway grant of the public 
lands from Congress, has been put under the 
government of the "Illinois Central," which 
can say to the Legislature, "Thus far shalt 
thou go and no farther," and be obeyed. Here 
in New York a patient though sorely per- 
plexed people are anxiously awaiting the 
upshot of the "Erie war," but with some 
expectations that it will end in the complete 
occupation of the State by Cornelius Vander- 
bilt or his successor in office. 
And so we 


have, or are promised, in every State a rail- 
way monopoly which may establish its own 
rules and regulations by buying up or tying 
up courts, Legislatures and political parties. 


So in the Western Union Telegraph Com- 


pany we have the nucleus upon which may be 
established, and which will be unless arrested 
by Congress, a monopoly which over the news- 
paper press of both parties may wield the 
balance of power in onr political elections, 
and over the money market, while enriching 
itself and extending its power in extortionate 
tribute from the press, the government and 
the people. 
We have repeatedly shown the 


admirable workings of the telegraph in Europe 
under government control, in the responsible 
and reliable system, and ia the cheap rates for 
the transmission of despatches thus estab- 
lished. 
We have shown that the telegraph 


properly belongs to the sphere of the Post 
Office Department, and that as an independent 
concern, while it results in offensive er&ctions 


upon tho proas and the general business inter- 
ests of tho country. It Is, IQ reducing tho 
revenues of the General Post Office, steadily 
contributing to swell the expenses of tho 
Treasury and the taxes upon tho people. 


Under the constitution Congress has "tho 


power to establish post offices aad post roads," 
the power to regulate commerce among tho 
States, to lay and collect taxes, and to make 
all laws necessary to carry these powers into 
execution, which amply embrace the power to 
take possession of the whole telegraph system 
of tbe United Stales as properly belonging to 
the Post Office Department, and the power to 
regulate all the railroad lines of the country. 
The necessity for the ex-ercise of these powers 
is already sufficiently apparent for action. Wo 
see that under an overshadowing telegraph 
corporation there can be no such thing in this 
country as freedom of the press. In the matter 
of news it can only be free to the extent to 
which it may be able here and there to act in 
defiance of such telegraph corporation. We 
have seen that a control of tha telegraph is 
necessary to the government not only in war, 
but, touching the operations of Wall street, 
necessary in times of peace. Give a telegraph 
monopoly the chance, and upon the symptoms 
of a financial panic it may swamp the Treasury. 
We see that our State courts and State Legis- 
latures can be bought up or twisted to suit the 
purposes of dominant railway corporations, 
and that tho only remedy lies in Congress. 
Hence we entirely agree with General Butler, 
that the time is near when the country will 
have to grapple with these telegraph and 
railway monopolies, and the sooner the better 
it will be for the country and the Treasury. 


Election Repeaters—What is the Kemedy? 


The extent to which "repeating" was carried 


on in the late charter election is bearing its 
fruit in a quarter hitherto considered inacces- 
sible to influences of this sort Not only was 
repeating resorted to, but the "stuf2ng" and 
' 'counting out" processes were largely indulged 
in, to the serious detriment, not of republican 
adversaries, but of erst democratic friends 
and colaborers ia the old game. This, in 
fact, makes what would bs under .other cir- 
cumstances a trifling matter and of little con- 
sideration one of great consequence. It was 
a game of democratic blnff; and the idea of 
being bluffed and sold, when each party 
thought they had the game in their own hands, 
was too bad. 
There was evidently a screw 


loose somewhere. Either the one side had 
miscalculated its opponent's resources, or had 
not given it credit for being prepared to go in 
for repeaters to the extent of securing a 
victory. The fact is that political strategy was 
never more deftly or successfully practised 
than as between the rival candidates of the 
same organization. 
Shoeing a troop of horse 


with felt, after King Lear's idea, was a blun- 
dering strategy compared with that pursued in 
some of the wards on Tuesday last by the rival 
democratic opponents. 


In one district, the most interesting of all 


the fields of conflict, the repeaters held in 
reserve for one candidate were by a ruse 
brought up to the polls and recorded their 
votes for their employer's opponent. Hero 
was the biter bitten with a vengeance, and 
bitter feud ia tiio conmcqueTicG. 


In the up-town districts the confidence game 


was very successfully practised. In one of the 
districts a defeated candidate asks that his op- 
ponent will be magnanimous enough to inform 
him of the number of votes cast for him that 
were counted ia the interest of his opponent, 
pledging himself to take no action in the mat- 
ter. In another (the new district) the defeated 
candidate for Police Justice protests against 
the action of tho inspectors and canvassers, 
confident that not only has he Buffered a de- 
feat through fraud, but that his supporters, the 
majority of the voters of the district, have 
been grossly cheated of their right of suffrage. 


And so it is throughout all the districts and 


wards of the city. Now, what is the remedy for 
this most outrageous state of affairs? In what 
way can the purity of the ballot box be re- 
stored and the electors of the city assured 
that their votes are honestly counted and ap- 
propriately recorded for the candidates of their 
choice? Only through legislation, not con- 
fined merely to measures passed at Albany, 
but to legislation in Congress—a broad and 
comprehensive scheme of legislation, embrac- 
ing the national points in the question and the 
local ones with regard to the political ma- 
chinery in the city and State. 


This system of fraudulent voting ia increasing 


in our midst. The result, as seen ia the late 
election, is pregnant with warning to the dom- 
inant party itself and to its partisans, and the 
remedy, to be effectual, must strike at the very 
root of the evil. Legislation is the first thing 
necessary, and the citizens, if they value the 
franchise—the right and prerogative of free- 
men—will see to it that when their representa- 
tives meet at Albany this question will be 
taken up and effectually disposed of. 


An Error or Worgs? 


In a recent letter to the London Post Mr. 


Ashbury, an English yachtman, publishes tho 
following as an extract from tuo NEW YORK 
HERALD of July 29, 18C9:— 


It la impossible to hide tho fact that England has 
no yacht thnt coula possibly compete with any hope 
of success against the Dauntless across the Atlan- 
tic, and notwithstanding all the bounce that Is beluj 
bind and written about the Cambria, it is manliest 
to every seaman that in an ocean race she would be 
no match whatever agalust the American yacht. 
Excuses may bo made, but they will be merely ex- 
cuses. 


In the same letter he publishes the follow- 


ing as an extract from the HSUAMJ of the 31st 
of the same month:— 


The challenge of the Dauntless to race the cham- 
pion English yacht, the Cambria, from Conres to 
Now York, on the 1st September next, will oirer a 
lair opportunity ror judgmg whether the pluck or 
the Euafilsh yachtrnen is up to the occasion, or 
whether they are willing to ba left behind lu a manly 
sport in which they have hitherto claimed to be 
leaders. If their courase should fall them now their 
inland matches, channel races and little pleasure 
trips within hailing distance of the shore will seotn 
Use child's play beside the achievements of Ameri- 
can yachts. The fact is the "swells" of tho royal 
yacht clubs of Great Britain must make up their 
inlnds to extend their pleasure excursions to the 
American coast unless they are con lent to bo styled 
.dry water yachtmen lor the rest of their days. 
As Mr. Asubury has been the boldest of British, 
yachttnen on paper, public expectation points to him 
us the fitting pioneer in thase new and more ex- 
tended coniests,iuvlted by American daring. Let us 
hope that the zeal and confidence he expressed a 
few mouths ago will not have abated next Septem- 
ber. 


We are only induced to notice these para- 


graphs frorti tho feeling that justice to ourselves 
demands tho declaration that it is a false 
charge to attribute these paragraphs to us. 
Whether they are frauds, through and through, 
sheer fabrications with a motive, we cannot 
say, but they were not extracted from the 
HEEALD, and not a sentence that resembles 
them, or that could by any ingenuity be 
twisted into such shapes, appears in the papers 
of the dates given. In neither of tha dates 
alleged does the HEEALD discuss the topics they 
touch—they are spurious paragraphs. 
We 


cannot divine what motive Mr. Ashbury could 
have for putting in our mouth words that 
would be in such bad taste, and that might so 
justly be offensive to English yachtmen. 


France—Napoleon and tuo Radicals. 


French politics still command a large amount 


of attention, although it cannot be said that 
the situation is at all well defined. For the 
first time in the history of the second empire 
freedom of speech is enjoyed in the Chambers. 
We cannot say that freedom of speech has 
been absolutely abused as yet, but it is not to 
be denied that liberty has been carried to the 
verge of license. It was the opinion of some 
that the derisive cheers which the allusion to 
Eochefort called forth on the occasion of the 
opening of the Chambers was proof sufficient 
that Koohefort's game was played out. 
On 


that day Eochefort was conspicuous by his 
absence. So far as he himself was concerned 
his absence was a wise and well considered 
stroke of policy. Since the opening day the 
lampooner has been a faithful member and his 
seat has seldom been empty. Nor has he been 
a dumb dog.' True, he has made no great 
effort—and it is perhaps also true that great 
effort is not in Mm—yet he has on several 
occasions opened his month, and if he has not 
done anything nobler he has snarled, and 
snarled to some purpose. If ho goes on as he 
has begun it maybe necessary for the Emperor 
in some way or other to shut him up. It was 
a daring thing to oa.y wlial Tau said, oa Thurs- 
day, that the Emperor gave the signal for the 
members to laugh at him. A little more of 
this and France must decide against M. Eoche- 
fort or against tho Emperor. It will not be 
wonderful if another general election bo soon 
found necessary; and there are many who 
will not feel surprised if the man of the Lan- 
terne finds himself out in tho cold. It is still 
uncertain who is to bo the Emperor's Prime 
Minister. For a time it seemed as if M. Ollivier 
should be the man. It does not appear, how- 
ever, that this most moderate of the oppo- 
sitionists has been at all successful in his 
attempts to organize a ministry. 
M. For- 


cade, the Minister of the Interior, is tho most 
prominent man- of the hour on the Emperor's 
side. It will not bo wonderful if he should 
rise to a higher position. 
Meanwhile the 


situation is one of suspense and uncertainty. 


Conjiross and the Supremo Const. 


Tho fear that the Supreme Court, in pro- 


nouncing as to tho rights of citizens of tho 
United States, may judge that some citizens 
have more rights than it is agrocable to Con- 
gress to acknowledge, and that thereby the 
reconstruction laws may be declared void 
in certain 
points, 
has 
hitherto 
driven 


Congress into some very quear altitudes, but 
into none more ridiculous than the one it 
assumes in tho bill to restrict the appellate 
jurisdiction of the Supreme Court, jusfc reported 
from the Senate Judiciary Committee. 
Tho 


object of this bill is to cover such cases as the 
Yergor case. Chief Justice Chaae, it will bo 
remembered, recently decided that tho Su- 
preme Court must hear the appeal of Yergor, 
who had been tried by a military court in an 
unreconstructed State, and who claimed that 
such a trial was in contravention of his right, 
under tho constitution, to a trial by jury. He 
had been brought before the United States 
District Court on habeas corpus. 
That court 


had judged the military trial valid. Hence 
his appeal to the Supreme bench. It is obvious 
that such a trial would compel the Court to 
determine that great vital point between the 
constitution, which would give this man a trial 
by jury, and a law of Congress which gives 
him a trial only by military commission. 
Congress knows that such a point cannot be 
safely ventured before a non-political body- 
before a body that judges according to the law 
rather than according to certain loose doc- 
trines of necessity. 
It, therefore, now de- 


clares that all such cases are political, and 
utters its declaration to tho judicial power 
not to venture on the ground of politics. 
If 


Congress had contented itself with the passage 
of a law distinctly defining these cases and 
declaring that such appeals should not be heard 
by the Supreme Court it would have done only 
what is unquestionably hi its power; but in 
this warning in regard to politics it will be 
seen that it ventures a great deal more. 


In this section, for instance, it appears to 


be altogether out of its depth :— 


Be it enacted, &c.. That under the constitution the 
judicial power of the Uuited States docs noc em- 
brace political power or (five to the jaUlciul tribnual 
any authority to question the decision of the po- 
litical departments of the government on political 
questions; and it is hereby declared that all courts 
of tne United States In the administration of justice 
shall be bound by the decision ol the political de- 
partments or the government on political tiuestions. 


The constitution says "the judicial power 


shall extend to all cases, in law and equity, 
arising under this constitution and the laws of 
the United Slates." Now, whenever a citizen 
is deprived of his rights by any person assum- 
ing to act under a law of Congress then a 
"case" has arisen that properly and necessa- 
rily brings that law of Congress under the 
review of the courts. 
It is the peculiar dis- 


covery'of republican politicians that certain 
laws of Congress may be called political, in 
contradistinction from other laws, and that iu 
virtue of that name they are exempt from judi- 
cial examination. . While we may admit as an 
abstraction that Congress is the depository of 
political power, we may safely defy any one to 
show how that power has any existence save 
in its application—that is, except as it is 
applied to persons ; and when it is applied to 
persons in such a manner as to oppress them 
and lo infringe their rights then surely we 
have a case that calls for such remedy as the 
courts can give, the metaphysical hairspliltera 
of the Judiciary Committee lo Ihe contrary 
notwithstanding. 


France, Australia ned the Suez Crniol. 
There seems to be no good reason why tho 


opening of the Suez Canal, with all its para- 
mount success, should not bring tho valuable 
trade of Australasia into direct connection with 
France. In olden times, when the products of 
tho far East reached the Mediterranean over- 
land by caravans across tho desert, when the 
Red Sea was the great water connection 
between India and Southern Europe, the cities 
on tho Mediterranean were the recipients of 
tho "wealth of Indus." Bat when navigation 
had taught the British nation to circumnavigate 
the Cape the-trade of the East drifted in that 
direction and England almost monopolized tha 
whole of it. 
The opening of the Suez Canal, 


however, has brought about a change. The 
old cities on the Mediterranean have a new 
life open to them. Tbe fame of Tyre, Sidon 
and Carthage, and the more modern cities of 
Magna Grecia, which were tho glory of that 
day—a fame that Genoa the Superb, and 
Venice of the Doges once shared—may be 
restored lo the still more modern ports of 
Southern France through the medium of tha 
Suez Canal. 
Some 
such 
thoughts 
are 


evidently agitating the French mind just, 
now, when suggestions are made to coalesce 
with the colonial government of Australia ia 
the establishment ot such a route as would 
bring the products of Australia—principally 
wool—to a market in Marseilles. 
It is urged 


that Australian wool and Indian shawls, spices 
and other products of the East which are con- 
sumed in France go direct to London, and that 
French products for the Australian market have 
lo go to the British colony by the same chan- 
nel. The proposition just made is to open a 
direct communication between Australia and 
the_southern ports of France by means of tha 
Suez CanaL 


It may be that the cost of transshipment of 


wool by this route would overbalance Ihe loss 
of time in sending it by the ocean route round 
the Cape; but, after all, that is an,experi- 
ment worth trying. 
There is no doubt that 


the products of India could be received in the 
French markets upon more advantageous 
terms by the Suez Canal than via the Capa 
and London, and might be thus restored to 
the Mediterranean its ancient prestige as the 
maritime highway from the East-to Central 
and Southern Europe. 


THE ANTI-PAPAL CONGEESS AT NAPLES num- 


bers Iwo hundred delegates from Italy and 
twenty from other countries. Garibaldi, Victor 
Hugo and other leading radicals are not 
present, but have sent letters of excuse and 
sympathy. Thus at Rome and at Naples tho 
antagonistic forces of opinion are drawn up ia 
battle array, and stand as it were face to face, 
ready and eager for the impending conflict. 


THE BnELUfGAME CHINESE TBEATT.—This

THE EELEASE OF THE SPANISH GUMBO ATS.— 


From the unconditional release of the Spanish 
gunboats yesterday, it appears that the original 
ground for the libel is abandoned, in view of 
the cessation of the war between Spain and 
Peru, and it may also be inferred that the 
administration is not yet prepared to endorse 
Judge Pierrepont's discovery, in connection 
with the alleged object of these gunboats to 
relieve other Spanish vessels blockading Cuba, 
that in our neutrality laws "a people" has the 
same legal status as a "nation." If, however, 
it had been endorsed by the administration 
that discovery might have been the starting 
point of such a new line of American diplo- 
macy as would ultimately lead to radical 
changes of international relations throughout 
the world, 


ConJ—Fair Prospects for the Consumers. 
The statistics of the product and sale of coal 


which we published yesterday bring cheerful 
news to the consumers of that article, which, 
we may add, means the whole community, at 
a time, too, when we ara entering upon a 
winter, which, coming so early upon us as it 
does, promises to be very severs. 
This time 


last year things were comparatively fresh and 
green. The Hudson was not frozen, as it is 
now, 
above Poughkeepsie, and skating rinks 


were only beginning to be thought about, yet 
coal was looming up in price, with a prospect 
of fourteen or fifteen dollars a ton ahead of us. 
This year winter strikes us in the beginning of 
December, with three dreary months still 
before ns, ere the buds and blossoms come. 
But, fortunately for tho poor as well as for those 
whose circumstances compel them to practice 
economy, the coal-dealers appear to have over- 
reached themselves. The rise in coal last 
October stimulated the dealers to put in a 
large stock, expecting a still greater rise. In 
Boston and Philadelphia, as well as in. this 
city, there came a glut in the coal yards. But 
this very avaricious move on the part of the 
traders—like many others where avarice over- 
steps itself—only resulted in bringing down 
the price. The supply just now exceeds the 
demand, and thjit regulates the question of 
cheaper coal. Happily for the public, extor- 
tion now becomes impossible, because compe- 
tition steps in to arrest it. 


The statistics show that coal from tfce Penn- 


sylvania mines can be delivered at Elizabeth- 
port—our entrepot—at an average price of 
three dollars and a quarter per ton of 2,240 
pounds, whether delivered by railroad or canal. 
The freight from that point to this city, we 
need not say, is comparatively trifling, yet the 
dealers even now, with a vast Block on hand, 
demand ten dollars and over per ton for coal 
of only two thousand pounds. Lst no one 
imagine that he ever gets more than two thou- 
sand, and if he gets that much ho is lucky. 
In the face of these facts, then, coal must be 
greatly reduced in price between this and 
spring. The dealers will, of course, endeavor 
lo keep it up by every possible device and 
excuse. The best way to defeat them ia for 
families not to put in any more coal than is 
necessary for immediate wants. Eemember 
that the market is full and that stocks of coal 
must be sold between this time and next 
..April or the coal dealers will suffer terribly, 


and Itussia. 


By cable despatch we are informed that the 


Czar of all the Eussias has conferred Ihe 
Grand Cross of Ihe Order of St. George upon 
the King of Prussia, "as a proof of Ihe cordial 
relations existing between the two countries." 
This is a proof of the unmistakable policy that 
must be followed by these two great Powers in 
order to confront any political combinations 
that may transpire in Southern or Western 
Europe, especially in reference to France. 
Reports have been circulated respecting tho 
complicity of Bussia and Prussia in the recent 
insurrection in Dalmatia, but in lurn have 
been promptly and officially contradicted. Tho 
sentiments known to exist between Eussia and 
Turkey on the one side, and the jealousy that 
but recently gave rise to some difference 
between the Cabinets of Prussia and Austria 
on the other, were well calculated to foster tho 
supposition that indirect means might have 
been employed by which to annoy their respec- 
tive adversaries. 
Such would naturally result 


by fomenting the insurrection in Dalmatia, and 
therefore to a certain extent warranted the 
supposition. In reference to graver matters, 
however, the two great nations of Eussia and 
Prussia know that they must go together ia 
order to combat alliances that may be closed 
by any of the other great Powers of Europe; 
and although political matters may wear a 
peaceful outward aspect for the moment there 
is no telling how soon the clouds of war may 
gather on the horizon.
